I ther. flred at his right arm, al¬ 
though I could have easily killed him 
by shooting at his body, but this I did 
not desire to do. This stopped him 
temporarily and I succeeded in getting 
to my fe*t. He then grabbed me again 
and I flred again at Ills arm and he 
w’hlrled around, but with such force a* 
threw me to the ground again. 

"Whilst lying there he rushed upon 
me and I dodged his attempt to stamp 
mo and flred again at his leg whilst ly¬ 
ing proetrnto on the ground. At that 
rime Mr. Milward rushed upon my body 
and grabbed my hand In which the pis 
tol w r as held and called to some young 
man passing to help him take the pistol 
from me. which the young man did. I 
said that he must not attempt to take 
my pistol unless Mr. Milward would 
promise to desist from his assault. Mr. 
Milward then said he would desist and 
I gave up the pistol.

Was Willing and Equally U n- 
satisfactory Witness. 


Declared Net Profits of Stand¬ 
ard Were 40 Per Cent. 


Aged Magnate Knew Little 
of Business. 


BIG CROWD JAMS COURT ROOM. 


Chicago, July 6.—John D. Rockefeller, 
president of the Standard Oil Cbmpany 
of New Jersey, occupied the witness 
stand in the United States District 
Court to-day, w'hlle Judge Landis piled 
him with questions regarding the finan¬ 
cial strength and the business methods 
of the corporation of wddeh he is the 
heud. 

Mr. Rockefeller was a very willing 
and an equally unsatisfactory witness. 
He wua ready to tell ali that ho knew, 
but he said that he knew practically 
nothing. The net result of his exam 
inntlon was that he believed that during 
the years 1903, 1904 and 1905, the period 
covered by the indictments on which 
the Standard Oil Company of Indiana 
was recently convicted, the net profits 
of the Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey were approximately 40 per cent, 
of an outstanding capitalization of 
$100,000,000. 

• • • 

Purpose of Investigation. 


The Investigation held to-day by 
Judge Landis was instituted by him for 
the expressed purpose of determining 
whether or not the Standard OH Com¬ 
pany of Indiana, which w’ns convicted 
of violation of the law', was really own¬ 
ed by the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey; whether tho Union Tank 
Line, whose cars were used for the 
shipments made In violation of law' 
was similarly owned, and also to ob- 
tAin an idea of the financial resource* 
of the convicted corporation, in order 
to inflict a fine proportioned to the of¬ 
fense and the assets of the convicted 
company. 

It w'as stated by officers of the Stand¬ 
ard Oil Company of New* Jersey that it 
owned the greater part of the stock of 
both the Union Tank Line and the 
Standard Oil Company of Indiana. Spe- 
clftc figure* as to the earning* of the 
parent corporation were given by (/has. 
Mr. Pyatt, Its secretary, and they were 
close to the estimate given by Mr. 
Rockefeller.

Spectacle In Court, 


ing the party was compelled to halt 
'^hlle the police fought w ith the crowd, 
l ive local detective* and a number of 
t^cret service men gathered closely 
around Mr. Rockefeller to protect him 
from the eru*h or from possible in¬ 
jury at the hands of some crank. 

Mr. Rockefeller did not seem at all 
d.sturbed by the sensation he excited, 
srul after the road had been cleared 
he and William Rockefeller, closely at¬ 
tended by the officers, entered the 
>ullding and made their way to the 
elevators on the north side. Here a 
oar. devoid of lights, was under the 
ewpecial guard of the police, and. en¬ 
tering It, Mr. Rockefeller was quickly 
taken to the sixth floor of the building 
and to the court room. lie wtoh shown 
to a seat to the left of the Judge’s douk 
and was well up into fhe room before 
his arrival was noticed. 

There was considerable excitement 
among the crowd, and some confusion 
resulted from the efforts made I by all 
the spectators to obtain a quick view 
of htm. He looked around with some 
curiosity for a moment and then com¬ 
menced a whispered conversation with 
one of his attorneys. 

• • • 

Perfectly Comfortable. 


"I regTet exceedingly this publicity, 
as I had intentionally borne much from 
what I conceived to be a great outrage. 
I did not attempt at any time to kill 
or seriously injure Mr. Milward, my 
sole purpose being to stop him in his 
assault and prevent him from crushing 
me to death, as I know he couid have 
easily done In my weakened condition." 

About half an hour after the shouting, 
as Mr. Bronstorwwas leaving his office 
in the Security Trust building, he met 
Stanley Milward. son of his late antago¬ 
nist. on the street. Milward took Bron¬ 
ston severely to task for assaulting his 
father. Hot words were exchanged and 
for a few minutes it looked as if the 
difficulty would be renewed. Mutual 
friends, however, interfered and pre¬ 
vented a collision. The trials of Mr. 
Bronston and Mr. Milward w’ere set for 
trial in the Police Court Wednesday 
morning. 


The prospective appearance In court 
of the man reputed to be the richest 
in the -world brought about a spectacle, 
the like of which has never been w|t- 
nepsed in the vicinity of a Chicago court 
room. 

The hour set for the appearance of 
Mr. Rockefeller wo* 10 o'clock, and an 
hour before that time the low-ceiled 
hallway outside the court room door 
was densely packed by a crowd, all 
of whom were anxious to obtain seats 
and hear the testimony. A large squad 
of United States deputy marshals un¬ 
der the direction of United States Mar¬ 
shal Hoy, and a numerous detail of 
police w*ere on hand, but even they 
were unable, at times, to control the 
crowd. The people unshed and shoved, 
and at times by sheer weight actually 
bore the police and dn urlew down the 
hall. The crowd was so dense that 
frequent crios for assistance were heard 
and people who wore Jammed against 
tho w'all frantically begged for relief 
from the pressure to which they were 
subjected. 

Admission to the court room was by 
card only, but many people succeeded 
in evading the guards, and when Judge 
Landis took hts scat upon tho bench 
the court room was packed to the last 
inch. Lines of people were around the 
w-alls, dozens of chairs held two oc¬ 
cupants, every inch of atandfng room 
was occupied, and men sat upon the 
steps of the Jury box and squatted 
upon the floor. 

• • • 

Asked For Assistance. 


Even after the court room was filled 
the crowd became so heavy and so 
insistent that Marshal Hoy w'as com¬ 
pelled to telephone to police headquar¬ 
ters for further assistance. This was 
promptly sent, and from that time on 
the crowd was held In control. In¬ 
side the court room perfect order pre¬ 
vailed at all time*, except at the im¬ 
mediate opening, when Judge Landis 
threatened to clear the room If ab¬ 
solute quiet was not preserved. 

John D. Rockefeller and William 
Rockefeller arrived at the Federal 
building in the automobile of Harold 
F. McCormick, the son-in-law of Mr. 
Rockefeller, at 9:30 o’clock. The party 
first crossed the street to the offices 
of the Standard Oil Company in the 
Commercial National B&nk building, 
and after remafning here a short time, 
returned to the Federal building, where 
a large crowd had gathered. So curt 
ous were the people to see Mr. Rocke¬ 
feller that It was necessary for twenty 
policemen to use force In pushing back 
the crowd to make a pathway far him. 

Ou the steps of the Federal butld- 


1 nlte*l State* Marshal Hoy ap¬ 
proached and askeJ: "Are you comfort¬ 
able here. Mr. Rockefeller?" 

"Perfectly, thank you. I am all right/' 
he answ'ered. 

William Rockefeller, who had bean 
sitting 'behind 'hi* brother, came for¬ 
ward In response to a slgnaJ and sat by 
the side of John D. John D. Arch bold 
sat beside Won. Rockefeller, and 
grouped around them were C. M. Pratt, 
secretary of t.he Standard OH Company 
of New Jersey; Wm. P. Howe and F. 
Q. Barstow, assistant treasurers of the 
company; Charles C. White, assistant 
secretary; J. A. Moffatt. pr»f4d-»nit of 
the Standard Oil Company of Indiana; 
W. p. Cowan, vice president, and G. W. 
Stahl, secretary and treasurer of the 
same corporation. Other witnesses in 
the group were II. E. Felton, the presi¬ 
dent, and W. M. Hutchinson, secretary 
and treasurer of the Union Tank Line. 
Fred A. Wans, former general freight 
agent of the Chicago and Alton ra41- 
way. and a number of attorneys com¬ 
pleted the group. 

Before the hearing of the Standard 
OH Company case began Judge Landi* 
disposed of several other matters, 
among them the sentencing of several 
prisoners for violation of the postal 
laws. Mr. Rockefeller showed great in. 
terest In these proceedings, listening in¬ 
tently to every w r ord. 

When the Standard Oil investigation 
was called tho attorneys for the com¬ 
pany, together with those of the Gov¬ 
ernment, stepped forward to the front 
of Judge Landis’ desk. Here Attorney* 
Miller and Rosenthal, counsel for the 
company, made an earnest plea that 
Mr. Rockefeller be excusesd from the 
stand. They explained to the Judge 
that he could g9ve no Information that 
oould not be batter obtained from some 
other source. Thqy declared that ho 
could, in fact, tell nothing of what tho 
Judge desired to know. The Judge, 
Trow ever, refused to vacate the sub¬ 
poena and insisted that Mr. Rockefeller, 
being in court, should take the stand 
and testify to the best of his ability. 

« • « 

Objected To Proceedings. 


Attorney Mlllor, for tho company, of¬ 
fered the objection to the Impending 
proceeding* that they were entirely out¬ 
side the Jurisdiction of the court. Judge 
Landis overruled the motion. Harry C. 
Felton, President of the Union Tank 
Line, was asked if he knew* anything 
about the payment of money to the 
Union Tank Line by the Chicago and 
Alton for the use of its cars between 
Whiting, Ind.. and Bast St. Louis dur¬ 
ing the period covered by the indict¬ 
ments in the trial recently closed. 

The witness said that the railroad 
company paid to the Tank Line com¬ 
pany three-quarters of a cent for the 
hauling of both loaded and empty cars. 
Ho was naked by Judge Landis, "Does 
the Union Tank Line Company own 
these cars that are used in the trans¬ 
portation of oil?" 

"Yes. sir." 

"Do you know whether its stock Is 
owned by any other company?’* 

"The major portion of the stock is 
owned by the Standard Oil Comptny. 
of New Jersey." 

“What proportion of its stock?" 

"Oh. by far the major portion—the 
controlling interest in it." 

"What I* the outstanding capital 
stock of the Union Tank Lino Com¬ 
pany?" 

"The original investment was $3,500,- 
000. but it Is In debt $5,000,000 on top of 
that. It has not paid a dividend since 
1901." 

"Is that due to the mismanagement 
of your predecessor?" 

"No, sir. It is due to the fact that 
there Is no money In running as en In¬ 
vestment tank cars at three-quarters 

of a cent a mile." 

• • • 

44 John D. Rockefeller.” 

Thts concluded the testimony of Mr. 
Felton and as he left the stand Judge 
Landis called: 

"John D. Rockefeller." 

Mr. Rockefeller rose briskly from his 
seat and walked rapidly toward the 
witness stand. At the conclusion of tho 
oath, and In response to the usual ques¬ 
tion os to w’hether he would tell the 
truth, the whole truth, and nothing but 
the truth he bowed hi* head in affirma¬ 
tion. and sold: "I do." 

The witness was questioned entirely 
by Judge Landis. Ho spoke slow ly, and 
with much deliberation, pondering hts 
answer* carefully before he gave them. 
Many of them were uttered In so low* a 
tone that they Avere Inaudible ten feet 
from his Chair. Before making any re¬ 
ply to the questions of the court tho 
witness almost Invariably fixed his 
eyes upon his attorneys as If waiting to 
see whether or not they desired to op¬ 
pose objections. Once satisfied on this 
point he answered promptly. 

The first question put by Judge Lan¬ 
dis was; 

-Mr. Rockefeller, have you any of¬ 
ficial connection with the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey T' 

"I am the president, but the position 
is purely honorary, and has been for 
the last eight or ten years, as I have 
not been rendering any service what¬ 
ever.” 

"Do you know what the outstanding 
capital stock of the Standard Oil Com- , 
pany of New* Jersey Is?"

Court Resumes Testimony. 


District Attorney Sims then asked 
Mr. Rockefeller if he was familiar with 
the circumstances surrounding the or¬ 
ganisation of the Standard Oil Com¬ 
pany of Indiana, but Judge Landis de¬ 
clared that ho did not caro far the in¬ 
formation. 

Tho court ilfpn asked the witness 
what officer of the Standard Oil Com¬

As To Earnings. 


While Mr. Stanton was on the stand 
Mr. Rockefeller concluded that he 
would leave the court room, and his 
effort to do so brought him Into a con- 
filct with a bailiff. In which he wns Ig- 
nominiously worsted. 

Mr. Rockefeller rose from his seat 
and walkod with a business air toward 
the gate opening from the court room 
In tho direction of tho chambers of 
Judge Landis. It was his* apparent 
Intention to leave the room, and ho 
had pushed tho gate half open when 
the bailiff spied him, and Instantly 
pushed the gate shut, with Mr. Rocke¬ 
feller still on the inside. The two men 
gazed at each other for an insrtant, 
but no word was spoken. Mr. Rocke¬ 
feller then turned and walked back to 
his seat. He made no effort to leave 
It during the remainder of the hearing. 

Tho court than recalled Mr. Wann, 
of whom ho asked a few questions re¬ 
garding freight rates and schedules, 
and after obtaining the desired infor¬ 
mation turned to the attorneys for the 
defense and asked:

1 looked and none Is better cared for than 
i another. The same careful cooling out 
! process Is employed on the most useless 
I of the lot. He gets as much of Rowe's 
time as the great Petue Pan, the promis¬ 
ing Colin, Besom and the other stars, and 
not even a measure of oats gv>es to any 
manger unless Rowe first runs his hand 
through It. The blanketing, the scraping, 
the leg bandaging—all Is done right under 
Rowe's nose. If he doesn’t actually do It 
all himself. In the paddock before and 
after the races Rowe Is the busiest man 
around. He pays little attention to those 
around him until his horse is either ready 
for the post or blanketed for the stall. 

• • • 

Ask Rowe about his work, and he sim¬ 
ply laughs. Really ho hasn't any time to 
talk. He Is too busy. He says; 

“Come down to the house some Sunday 
afternoon. I may have an hour or so, and 
I'll tell you all you want to know." 

“Next Sunday ?'* 

“No. I'll have to be down at the stable. 
Forty-two horses, you know, keep me 
busy. I am out early In th© morning 
and ajm on th© go till noon. After din¬ 
ner It's time to go to the tra«-k, and, 
with one or two horses entered nearly 
every day. you see my time Is pretty well 
taken up " 

That's the best anybody can get from 
Rowe. He really is a busy man, and as 
quiet and subdued In demeanor as a man 
In his position can possibly tie. He 
dresses quietly, without the suggestion of 
style. His chunky figure is usually top¬ 
ped with a soft telescope hat pulled down 
over his eyes so far that the peak nearly 
touches the bridge of his nose. He Is ju«t 
about fifty years old, and has two sons 
about fourteen and sixteen. He doesn't 
look anything near his age, his outdoor 
life having done wonders In preserving his 
almost youthful appearance.

If experience fits a man for such a Job 
as Row© bolds, he should be an expert at 
his calling. He has gone up the ladder 
from stable boy. Jockey, trainer, starter 
and owner, and at one stage of his ca¬ 
reer he gained useful experience In theat¬ 
ricals. He backed D© Wolf Hopper dur¬ 


ing the latter's first appearance In 
“Wang." 

• • • 

Rowe was running a newspaper and 
cigar stand In the railroad station at 
Fredericksburg. Va.. when he was eleven 
years old, and it was here he attracted the 
attention of Col. McDaniels. the father of 
the McDaniels trainers of to-day and 
grandfather of “Fuddin, “ McDaniels, the 
youngster now riding on the Canadian cir¬ 
cuit. Rowe soon developed Into u clever 
Jockey under the tutelage of Col. Mc¬ 
Daniels, and among the famous racers he 
straddled while in the Colonel's employ 
was Harry Basset, in the historic match 
race against the famous Dongfeilow. After 
leading ihe list of Jockeys for two years, 
Rowe took to circus riding because there 
was more money In It. In the old days 
Jockeys were not spoiled by too much 
money as they are to-day, and it was 
because Rowe needed the money that he 
took to the game of riding In the hippo¬ 
drome races at th© old Gilmore Garden. 

Rowe *fon outgrew his Jockey day© and 
then took up training. He was engaged 
by the Dwyer brothers when that famous 
pulr went on the turf. Rowe* ms a big 
sucre .ns as a trainer, and among the 
horses he sent to the post for the Dwyers 
wen- Rhadamanthu©. Warfield, Duke 
Blackburn. Hindoo and Miss Woodford. It 
was thus early In Rowe's career that he 
showed a liking for his own way. It wis 
due to his unwillingness to start Miss 
Woodford and the starting of the great 
mare In a stake against his wishes that a 
split resulted with the Dwyers and Rowe 
quit his Job.

In ISSti the late August Belmont enguged 
Rowo to train his horses, and in four 
years in this capacity Rowe saddled many 
4 winner for the father of the Belmonts 
Of to-day. Including the Futurity of 1890 
with Potomac. Other notubU* victorie© 
of the Row#-trained horses of this string 
were won by Raceland, Prince Royal. 
Fldes, George. Oyster and Da Tosctt 
Shortly after the death of Mr. Belmont 
and the sale of his stable Rowe was en¬ 
gaged by the old board of control to act 
as starter on Its trocka 
Starting in those days wos an altogether 
different proposition than the method of 
to-day There was no barrier to make the 
work comparatively easy. Fifty yards 
back of the starting post a line was drawn 
across tho track and the horses were re¬ 
quired to to© It. At a given a'gnal they 
advanced toward the starter, gradually 
quickening their pace to a gallop. If they 
reached him all In motion and closely 
grouped he dropped the flag and the nice 
was on; If not, the whole business who 
gone over again until the starter was sat¬ 
isfied.

Physician Treats Snakes and Beasts From the “Vasty 
Wilds” of the World. 


FIRED SHOTS AT W. R. MILWARD, SR., 

IN ALTERCATION AT LEXINGTON I 


[New York Press] 

How mtuiy portions ever heard of a 
doctor with mure than 2.000 patients 
coining from all part* of the world and 
yet never received a fee from ono of 
them? Thig man ha* perhaps the larg¬ 
est and most difficult practice of any 
physician In New York. He it Dr. W. 
Hold Blair, who ia reiqionBible for the 
health of all the animals, reptiles and 
birds in the New York Zoological Park 
In The Bronx Pork. 

Dr. Blair Is a mild looking man, even 
tempered, a close student, and seeing 
him one would never think that he con¬ 
stantly associates with the wildest of 
animals and birds. His patients never 
visit his office, but he treats them all 
at their homes. He finds mahy stubborn 
ahd puzzling cases to deni with, for fre¬ 
quently when his patients need him 
moat they make It hardest for him. 
Lately some of them have become ac¬ 
customed to his treatment so they will 
take their medicine without it being 
smuggled into their food. 

The difficulties of the doctor’s prac¬ 
tice may be appreciated when It 1 b re¬ 
membered that when ho gets a night 
call it is likely to bo to attend a Bengal 
tiger, an African or India elephant, n 
wolf, an ostrich, a deadly snake from 
tho Jungle or, worse still, a hungry al¬ 
ligator from the tropics. Many men 
would not care to take chances with a 
lion or tiger even if the animal were 
under the .Influence of other, for it 
might wake up and then there would be 
trouble for someone. 

Dr. Blair has been treating animals 
In the park for seven years and never 
has me: with n mlshyp- In many In¬ 
stances he has hard lights and only 
managed his patient* with the aid of a 
dozen strong inen. He has pulled the 
teeth from the 27-for»t regal python, op¬ 
erated for appendicitis on an orang-out¬ 
ang, removed an eye from an ostrich, 
cut a nine-pound com from the foot of 
an elephant, and done a variety of surg¬ 
ical work on buffaloes, hippopotami, rl- 
nocerl, kangaroos, etc. He la now en¬ 
gaged in curing Gundo, the famous ele¬ 
phant, of an obnoxious and dangerous 
skin disease. 

One advantage the doctor ho* Is that 
ho does not have to listen to a long tale 
of imaginary ill* from hi* patients, nor 
do they first fill themselves up with pat¬ 
ent medicine* and then come to the doc¬ 
tor to be cured. 

Among the equipments of the Zoolo¬ 
gical Park ts a laboratory tuid a drug 


tor’s office. From a rear window can bo 
aeon the animal morgue, whore autop¬ 
sies are performed. To this win be add¬ 
ed a fine animal hospital that will con¬ 
tain an operating room a* wall as pri¬ 
vate and public wards, fitted with up- 
to-d;vte appliances. The doctor's office 
has many shelves of bottles containing 
vari-oolored drugs, a littered desk, a 
bureau of records, a microscopic study 
table and a number of Jars lUled with 
specimens and exhibits. 

Among the specimens thus kept are 
the cubs of a lioness, leopard, bear, ba¬ 
boon, a young fawn and anatomical 
pants of the sloth, musk ox. soa lion and 
anaconda. He explain* that the tiny 
bear cub waa not brought prematurely 
Into the world, since all baby bea i 
extremely small. They are born in Jan¬ 
uary when the mother ia hibernating, 
therefore have little to eat and conse¬ 
quently are not large from the start. 
Their eyes and ear* are doted and 
they do not come out to the outside 
world for several month*. Tho park has 
been very hjeky In raising both lion and 
bear cubs. 

When any animal seem* to be 111 the 
keeper makes a report to the doctor, 
and a record shoot le filled in with the 
name of the animal, date and diagnosis, 
respiration, pulse and temperature, to¬ 
gether with the diet nnr! treatment. In 
case of a death there follows an autop¬ 
sy. the same as would be performed on 
any human subject. A record is made 
of the condition of all the organs. A 
sample block of each organ Is hardened 
with paraffine and sliced Into thin sec¬ 
tion* by a microtone. Tho section is 
mounted on a glass plate, stained with 
aniline dyes a.nd Btudied under the mi¬ 
croscope. Thousand* of such record*, 
unspoiled by nge, are filed away. form¬ 
ing an Invaluable record. There also nre 
kept many mjfnrosooplc. samples of the 
blood of living animal* showing dis¬ 
eased state*. Slides of human blood and 
tissues, healthy and diseaoed, uro used 
In comparison. 

During thfa year Dr. Blair has been 
making a special study of pneumonia 
among his patient*, a* this Is the most 
deadly disease, especially among the 
primates and hoofed animals. His ex¬ 
periments aro being eagerly watched.

JOHN F. LEE DIES AT 


HOME IN ONTARIO. 


Was Well-Known Printer In Louis¬ 
ville For Many Years. 


John F. Lee, who was known and 
liked by every printer in Louisville, und 
who for a long time was employed by 
John P. Morton & Co., and later by 
tho Courier-Journal Job Printing Com¬ 
pany. is dead at Kingsville, Ont., where 
he was born forty-five years ago. 
Heart disease was the cause. Two 
years ago Mr. Lee left Louisville to 
become the superintendent of n print¬ 
ing plant at Evansville, Ind. Beoause 
of trouble In that city among union 
printers he went to Nashville, where he 
hnd previously resided for a number of 
years. * He secured employment there 
a s a foreman. For the host year he had 
been In falling health. A month slpce 
he went to Kingsville, expecting the 
change to restore him to hi* old-time 
vigor, for he was a giant in stature. 

Last Friday he suddenly collsp»pd, 
and for many hours remained in an un¬ 
conscious condition. After the arrival 
of his wife, Stella Gilbert Lee, he ral¬ 
lied. but the end came shortly after. 
Beside his wife be leaves a son, Gilbert 
Lee, who Is an artist, employed in In¬ 
dianapolis. He also leaves a daughter. 
Miss Lucille Lee. of Nashville. Tenn. 

Mr. Lee devoted the best ^'ears of his 
life to the advancement of unionism 
among printers, and his wife, who Is 
a daughter of the late Oapt. I. R. Gil¬ 
bert, who was an one time superintend¬ 
ent for B. F. Avery & Sons, entered 
heartily Into the same cause, and by 
her devotion to the interests of the 
craft has endeared herself to all who 
bedong to the fraternity. 


Cynthiana, Ky„ July 6 .—[Special.]— 
While engaged In erecting a tent on 
the public square this morning to be 
used for temperance meetings until the 
election. July 18. nine men. Including 
two ministers, were arrested on a war¬ 
rant sworn out by Mayor F. & Ash- 
brook charging them with violating the 
city ordinance relative to obstructing 
public highways. They tvere Immedi¬ 
ately taken to the City Hall and tried 
before Police Judge George A. Moore, 
who, in a brief session of the court, dis¬ 
missed them. 

Those arrested were the Rev. T. P. 
Plemmons, of the Baptist church; the 
Rev. J. L. Clark, of the Methodist 
church; Joseph A. Fennell, an attorney; 
S. Renaker. produce merchant; W. P. 
Northcutt, merchant; J. W. Poindexter, 
implement dealer; L. Donovan, carpen¬ 
ter; A. Fltzwater and William Rose. In 
dismissing them Judge Moore said that 
he £onsld£red tho erection of the tent 
on the public square a technical viola¬ 
tion of the city ordinance, but In view 
of the fact that those arrested hnd 
complied with tho custom in obtaining 
a permit, he thought they ought to be 
dismissed. 

Several days ago the Local Option 
Committee prepared a petition and. It 
Is stated, secured the signatures of six 
of tho nine members of the City Coun¬ 
cil to it, pledging that the right to 
erect the tent would be ratified by the 
Council at its next regular meeting. 
Owing to the prominence of those ar¬ 
rested this morning the excitement. Is 
Intense and large crowds gathered Into 
the town from the cduntry this after¬ 
noon to discus* the matter. 

The City Council at a called meet 
ing to-night refused to grant the Lo¬ 
cal Option Committee a permit to emit 
the tent on the public square. The 
local option people have the tern created 
and it Is likely that the courts will be 
resorted to.

MACADAM ROADWAY 


DECIDED ON BY CRESCENT HILL 
IMPROVEMENT CLUB. 


Will Run In Birch wood and Connect 
Frankfort and Long Avenue?— 
Membership Growing. 


Activities of the Crescent Hill Im¬ 
provement Club have been somewhat 
curtailed In Che.lost few weeks on ac 
count of the unsettled state of the city 
administration, much of the good the 
club hope* to accomplish being of such 
a nature that aid of the city is needed. 
However, at tho meeting of the club 
at the Crescent Hill schoolhouse last 
night it was decided that a thirty-foot 
macadam road should be built In Birch- 
wood, which, when it Is completed, will 
connect Frankfort avenue and Long 
avenue. The Improvement of Long ave¬ 
nue is one of the chief objects the Im¬ 
provement Club has set before It, and 
will come us soon as the club con pre¬ 
vail on the proper municipal authorities 
to do their parL The Improvement In 
Birchwood Is a private enterprise, how¬ 
ever, and will be attended to by the 
club, apart from any assistance from 
the city. 

At the meeting last night it was re¬ 
ported that the membership has been 
increased to 150 and that all were de¬ 
termined not to rest until Crescent 
Hill looked us they wanted It to look. 
It was announced that, as soon as the 
first Installment of sewer bonds is sold, 
work on the Beurgrass creek sewer 
will be begun, and as soon as that is 
completed the residents of Crescent 
Hill will have their wants attended to. 
It was reported al*<x that following 
the appeal of the representatives of the 
club to the officers of the company, 
orders had been Issued that the Louis¬ 
ville and Eastern Interurbun cars 
should be restricted hereafter to the 
ordinance rate when running through 
the eastern part of the city. Hereto¬ 
fore there ha* been much complaint 
from those In that part of the city that 
the oars have heen running at excessive 
speed. Some rejoicing, also, was had 
over the fact that the street railway 
company has put larger oars on the 
Crescent Hill line, giving the patrons 
much better accommodation than for¬ 
merly. None of the members of the 
clifb claim any credit for the new cars, 
but all of them are glad to have them. 


HIS SEVERED SPINAL CORD 
KNITS AFTER OPERATION. 


Alexander Adrehi Recovers Use of 
Limbs—Most Remarkable Surgical 
Feat On Record. 


New York, July 6 .—Alexander Adrehi. 
Who had his spinal cord severed by a 
bullet four years ago. will soon be dis¬ 
charged from the City Hospital on 
Blackwell’s Island, entirely well. This 
case has attracted the attention of the 
medical fraternity, owing to the re¬ 
markable success of the operation, 
which was performed by the late Dr. 
George Ryerson Fowler on May 9. 1903. 
The ends of the severed cord were 
drawm together. 

Adrehi was shot In the back during 
a street fight in Brooklyn. When he 
was taken to the hospital the lower 
part of the body was completely par¬ 
alyzed. The bullet passed between the 
tenth and eleventh vertebras and they 
were both badly shattered. 

Lese than a month after the operation 
the patient was able to move his toes 
and the following November he was 
able to sit up. Electricity and mas¬ 
sage treatment was then used. After 
awhile Adrehi was rigged up in a cage 
chair, something like that used by 
babies when learning to w*alk. During 
the winter of 1905 ho began to feel men¬ 
tions In his body below' the wound. 
Twenty-six months after the Injury h* 
was able to stand by resting his hands 
on a chair. Adredi enn now' wralk up 
and down stairs without tho use of 
crutches or braces. This is said to ba 
the only operation of Its kind to have 
resulted successfully.

GOLD FISH’S STRANGE DEATH. 


Alva Wellman, who lives near Ed- 
wardavllle, Floyd county, lnu.. a few 
miles from New Albany, and who was 
to have been given a hearing In tie Clt> 
Court at Jeffersonville on Tuesday on 
tile charge of selling adulterated butter, 
will not have to stand trial. &j the ca«e 
was dismissed yesterday on motion of 
the prosecution. II. E. Barnard, chief 
of the division of chemistry of Indiana, 
who In an analysis sent to Ciui. Ctagff 
several days ago, showed the butt* r 
purchased from Weltman OUT of a lot 
of forty-three pounds was pure ord 
free from adulteration of any Kind, 
there being no tmee of vegetable oils or 
foreign fats. 

In his letter sent with the rei>ort the 
chemist wrote that an examination of 
the butter showed it to be pure. There 
was at one Ume a belief ine compound 
was oleomargarine, but Fred D. Conner. 
Deputy Revenue Agent, wi> made .1 
test, said It was not. The arrest cf 
Wellman was made some two weeks 
ago and was brought about oy a com¬ 
plaint made to Capt. Clegg by a cus¬ 
tomer who had been using the butter 
for some time. The compotml was made 
Into nice rolls and Wellman said It was 
manufactured at his dairy. The woman 
customer told 'Capt. Clegg that on one 
week she did not use all her butter 
and placed it on a plfl f e out In the sun 
for her dog and chickens, no:»e of which, 
she said, would touch It. 

To her surprise rnt butter became as 
white as snow and had the smell of tal¬ 
low' and to some extent looked like It, 
while there was on oily substance that 
resembled melted lard in the dish. 
When a cup containing the mixture 
was showm an inspector who accompan¬ 
ied Mr. Barnard on a trip to Jefferson¬ 
ville he was asked If he was a chemist, 
his reply was that it did not require a 
chemist to examine the sample shown 
him. When Wellman was arrested he 
had forty-three one-pound rolls of the 
butter In two baskets, and these were 
placed lu a refrigerator when he was 
placed In Jail. His father was sum¬ 
moned from Netv Albany and deposited 
17 in cash as bond for the appearance 
of hki son. When released the dairyman 
was given the baskets containing the 
butter. 

All the way through. Wellman, who 
Is only twenty-one years old. asserted 
that there Wotv no Impurities contained 
In the butter he was selling, and that It 
had bten made with ihe greatest cate at 
his dairy. Some of his customer* were 
Indignant, while others held up for the 
butterman and said they had no com¬ 
plaint to make of his com pound.

Question Argued Warmly About

The monotony of the dull days at the 
courthouse In Jeffersonville was broken 
yesterday by a number of argurrfent* 
as to whether a goldfish that belonged 
to Mrs. S. E. Carr, Deputy Circuit Clerk, 
had committed suicide or had been 
chased out of its globe to an untimely 
death by a mate that had been given 
it a few days ago. At any rate the fish 
was found dead several feet n,way from 
its globe when Wesley Everhart, the 
Janitor, opened the office yesterday 
morning. There is no cat about the 
building, or this might have accounted 
for the death of the fish. 

Formerly there were two fish that 
sported merrily In a globe and dwelt 
in harmony, but one of them died sev¬ 
eral weeks ago. On account of the be¬ 
lief existing that the forsaken fish was 
lonesome and grief stricken Mrs. Cg.iT 
purchased a substitute for the one that 
died. From the time the newcomer was 
placed In the globe there was war, the 
two fish being bitter enemies. A num¬ 
ber of fights occurred Friday and yes¬ 
terday morning the dead fish was found 
on the floor. To get out of the globe 
It was compelled to Jump straight up 
In the air , for a distance of several 
inches and then dive In an outward di¬ 
rection. Some b«*lleva the fish delib¬ 
erately took Its life rather than to bo 
pestered by the new arrival, while oth¬ 
ers ore of the opinion that It Jumped 
out of the globe through sheer fright 
while being chased by Its companion.

FINAL SUMMONS COMES TO 
JAMES E. MARSHALL. 

For Many Years Business Agent and 
Confidential Agent For Mayor 
John G. Baxter. 


James E. Miirtfhall, for many years 
the business manager and confidential 
agent of Mayor John G. Baxter, died 
at his home In Scott county, near 
Georgetown, yesterday. Mr. Marshall 
was elghty-one years of age. and had 
been in declining health for some time. 

From about 1862 until about fifteen 
years ago Mr. Marshall xvhh a resident 
of Loulavllle. He was born In Green 
county, and was the son of W. N. Mar¬ 
shall, who was one of the delegate*# to 
the convention which drafted the third 
Constitution of the State of Kentucky.

About 1862 Mr. and Mrs. Marshall 
moved to Louisville, and for a while 
Mr. Marshall was engaged In business 
for himself. Later he became associat¬ 
ed with John G. Baxter, and while Mr. 
Baxter w*as Mayor Mr. Marshall prac¬ 
tically managed the Mayor’s business. 
Shortly before moving away from Lou¬ 
isville. in 1892, Mr. Marshall retired 
from business. For the past few years 
he had made his home with his only 
son, William F. Marshall, near George¬ 
town. He Is survived by his wife and 
son. 

AfteT the funeral services at the home 
to-morrow, the body of Mr. Marshall 
will be brought to Louisville for burial 
In Cave Hill cemetery. The Rev. Dr. 
B. M. Messirk will conduct the servioe 
at the grave, which will be at about 
1 o’clock. 

While a resident of this city, Mr. 
Marshall was a member of the Chest¬ 
nut-street Methodist church, and later 
of the Walnut-street church. Among 
the older residents of the city he was 
very well known.

Square, New York, he stood in the 
downpour for hours, refusing the shel¬ 
ter of an umbrella, until the last of 
the pamders had j>assed In review. 

Before his election to the presiden¬ 
cy, ah well as afterward. Mr. Roose¬ 
velt was known a* a thoroughly demo¬ 
cratic man. When he took the stump 
In the McKinley campaign his first trip 
took him straight to Oklahoma and a 
cowboy reunion there. Cowboys and

Told by a M an Who B egan Life at a Shoemakers 
Pencil , B ecame Governor of his State and 
\s Now Head of a Business Empire. '

A face enough like Bismarck's to- 
make the resemblance startling, a slen¬ 
der, wiry, boyish figure, topped by a 
white head, a manner self-assured, yet 
never coarsely aggressive. There. In a 
nutshell, Is the personality of one of 
the most picturesque. Interesting fig¬ 
ures In all New England—-that of W. 
L. Douglas, ex-Governor of Massa¬ 
chusetts. 

But It Is not chiefly as ex-Governor, 
c* linked as statesman at all. that Ule 
world at largo knows Mr. Dougin-. A 
quarter-mile of factories, a yearly out¬ 
put of something over 3.900,000 pairs cf 
shoes, and a face that looks out from 
the* advertising columns of a thousand 
newspapers—these are* the outward at¬ 
tributes that have made the name of 
W. L. Douglas so familiar from Main? 
to California. 

The story of the man who could 
make himself so well known; his secret 
of achievement, his life history and his 
hints on business success will not only 
be of interest, but of profit to every 
class of reader. 

For the description of a hard climb, 
of a winning fight against circum¬ 
stances and the “climber's” rules for 
victory are always worth hearing. T h • 
world loves a fighter and takes aft In¬ 
terest In hi* battles. 

And \V. L. Douglass is n fighter, as 
evtn tho most casual student of human 
nature could glean from one glance at 
the strong, prominent jaw, the level 
brows, the firm set of the lips. 

That cast of features set Bismarck 
to toppling European thrones. The 
same physiognomy (with a gentler 
mold of eye ami mouth) has caused) 
Douglas to revolutionize business, to 
tvring wealth from poverty and polit¬ 
ical power from a State peopled by a 
majority that differs from him iti poli¬ 
tics. 

Bismarck tore down. Douglas has 
bull up. That is where the milder eye 
and mouth come In. 

There is a keyword to Dougin.*’ suc¬ 
cess. of course. .Several of them, in 
fact. The foremost is '‘Advertising.” 

* • • 

His Life Motto. 


"Newspaper advertising” Is his life 
motto In business. “First, be sure you 
havo something worthy to advertise. 
Something just as good as you say It 
is. Struggle to keep it as good, and 
then advertise It constantly. The news¬ 
paper Is the field In which my adver¬ 
ting has brought me the only per¬ 
fectly satisfactory returns. And X have 
tried many lines before settling down 
exclusively to that tneory.” 

The same* * ."cradle” served for New 
England and for this man who was 
©no day to be Governor of its oldest 
State. For It was In ancient Plymouth, 
scene of the Pilgrims* landing, that 
Douglas was born. In 1845. His was as 
pathetic and hopeless a childhood or; 
ever Dickens pictured for David Cnp- 
perfleld or other of his luckless buy 
heroes. That Dougins rose from It to 
any later post ton whatever speaks vol¬ 
umes for the stuff he was made of. 

In 1850 news came to a Plymouth 
woman that her husband, the braid- 
winner of their large family, had been 
drowned at sea. All the children were 
young. The mother was almost with¬ 
out means. So two years later she 
verbally “bound out” one of the brood— 
a preocious boy of seven-Mo his uncle, 
a shoemaker. The child’s life from 
then on became one long era of drudg¬ 
ery and hardship. His uncle set him at 
once to pegging shoes by hand. This 
was a task for grown workers, but the 
baby fingers were kept at the Incessant 
toll of It ffom dawn to dark. No holi¬ 
day. no let-up of any sort, and. worst 
of all. no wages. 

The seven-year-old boy was carrying 
unduly heavy weapons in his life-bat¬ 
tle. He has been carrying them ever 
since. His ability to do so explains 
why he become Gov. William L. Doug¬ 
las. Instead of merely Journeyman Bill 
Douglas. 

His uncle was a stern task-master. 
Apart from the shoe-poggmg. tho child 
was called on to perform a score of 


equally severe duties. Among them 
was the twlce-s-day Journey Into the 
woods. In bitterest New England win¬ 
ter weather, to cut and drag In wood 
for the shop's fires. 

OcsJy at rare Intervals was he allowed 
to leave his workbench for the school¬ 
room. But at such periods lie proved 
so apt a scholar us to make up for the 
long lapses. He was greedy for edu¬ 
cation and seemed to absorb his scanty 
portion of It without effort. It was 
only by this strange proficiency that he 
gleaned any learning at all. 

For four years the slavery went on. 
Then Douglas returned to his mother. 
But so valuable had he become In the 
shop that his uncle Induced him to 
comeback to him at the munificent 
wage of $5 a month. Until he was fif¬ 
teen he continued to work thus, all the 
time busy with new Ideas along his 
own line. These Ideas were one day to 
bear fruit. 

Once, seeking to better himself, he 
went to work in a Plymouth cokton 
mill at thirty-three cents a day. This 
meant fully $8 a month and the $3 raise 
seemed not uxiltke a dream of weakh. 
But Fate Intended him for his original 
calling. Hers was a literal command 
of “Shoemaker, stick to thy last!” For, 
when he disobeyed the Injunction an 
accident In the cotton mill put a quick 
end to his plans of becoming a weaver. 
Dougin^ was pulled out of the debris 
with a broken leg. That ended his cot 
ton mill experiences. 

He went back to his mother. While 
recovering from his Injury he attended 
school and once more planned for a full 
education. But the lash of poverty that 
has whipped so many men on to great¬ 
ness was busy about the young stu¬ 
dent's shoulders and drove him back to 
the earning of a living. Just as he was 
beginning to rejoice in his school prog¬ 
ress. 

No longer content to work aimlessly 
at one Job and another, Douglas now 
set about learning the boot and shoe 
business from bottom to top, In all its 
branches. From town to town he 
worked his way studying ihe methods 
of each shop until l\e had mastered ev¬ 
ery rudiment of his chosen profession: 

• • • 

Lure of the Golden West. 

By the spring oX 1885 he fedt ready to 
start in for himself. Like many another 
ambitious boy. at that time he fancied 
the future was brighter In the new 
West than nearer heme. So to Den¬ 
ver he went, carrying along his haidiy- 
acqulred stock of cobbling knowledge— 
and little else. 

Arriving there, he found capital was 
as needful In C?olorado as in Massa¬ 
chusetts*. To acquire this capital he 
took the first work that offered. The 
work In question chanced to be the 
not very congenial position of day lab¬ 
orer In a llm©-k!ln. 

Not exactly a brilliant fulfillment of 
the golden promise of the West, nor a 
direct advancement toward success in 
the shoe trade. But Douglas went on 
the principle that success consists less 
in holding a good band \han In play¬ 
ing a poor hand well. 

Working hard and spending little, he 
at lost saved enough to travel to tho 
town of Black Hawk, where, he had 
heard, lived on Zcphenlah Myers, one 
of the most skilled bootmakers In 
America. From Myers the young man 
learned the finishing touches that spelt 
perfection In his trade, and he t**x>n 
acquired so wide a reputation In the 
same business as to outstrip his tutor. 
Douglas and another man formed a 
partnership and started a flourishing 
born and »hoo store at Golden City. 

But New England always calls to her 
so ns. Douglas heard the call and came 
back to Massachusetts. Working ns 
Journeyman and later as foreman, he 
passed the next few years, and in July, 
1876. made the plunge that began his 
real career. He borrowed $875 and 
started a factory of his own. This 
“factory" was smAll enough to be swul. 
lowed up In the most Insignificant 
workshop of hts present building. It 
was Jiwt 30x60 feet (1.8C0 square feet) 
In area. Yet It was the nucleus of the 
plant that now has an area pf 293,950 
square feet. 

Prosperity came, but did not arrive 
fast enough to suit the amhltl^us 
young financier. He lbok«*d about for 
means of Increasing it more rapidly. 
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W. L.‘DOUGLAS. 


The method he chose was extensive and 
unceasing newspaper advertising. 
From the first the plan was a success. 
It has grown more and more remunera¬ 
tive each year. 

(.‘Have I tried any ad/vertlslng me¬ 
diums other than the newspapers?” he 
said recently, echoing a question of tho 
writer. “I should say so! Magazines, 
circulars, street-car signs and many 
Another. Why. once i actually ‘paint*** 
a whole town r©3.’ I spread piy ad¬ 
vertisements over its fences and roofs 
and barns and everywhere my men 
could find space for an *ad.' Oh, yes. 
I've tried them all. And the new»- 
pciprrs give by far the best results.” 

“Even better than th* magazines?” 

“Much better. And for many reasons 
In the first place, a newspaper adver¬ 
tisement strikes the eye the moment 
the sheet Is opened. The same adver¬ 
tisement would lie hidden among the 
pages of a magazine until the reader 
found his way to It. If he ever did. 
The busiest man's eye will be caught 
and hla attention held by sight of a 
strong advertisement In his daily 
paper. Whereas that same busy man 
might not find time to go la Porously 
through all the advertisements of a 
magazine. 

“Then, too, practically every man 
reads a newspaper. Every man does 
not read magazines. Take a village, 
for Instance, when* the one local news¬ 


paper has perhaps 200 reader*. If I 
put an advertisement in that paper, 
200 people are going to see It. No one 
magazine, nor. for that matter, all the 
m&guzines combined, will circulate 200 
copies In that same town. The reason¬ 
ing is very simple. 

“There is no hamlet or tiny settle¬ 
ment on the continent that Is not 
reached by newspapers. There is no 
pluce where newspapers are not re id 
with eager Interest. So, by placing my 
advertisement In the newspapers. It Is 
a self-evident proposition that I will 
roach moro people than any other me¬ 
dium could secure for me.

K'y To Financial Success. 


“That Is why I advertls© exclusively 
In newspapers. I advertise not only In 
the papers of all the principal cities, 
but also In 800 country newspapers.” 

If tho cynical claim that “money is 
the final argument” carries any truth, 
then Mr. Douglas* sincerWy In declaJ'- 
lug tho newspaper the foremost adver¬ 
tising medium cannot he doubted. 

“In 1906 alone.” he went on, “I spent 
$200,000 In newspaper advertisements. I 
should not have done so were I not 
sure the outlay was going to bring m© 
ndoquate returns. That was a fair 
sample of a year's advertising ex-

What would you do for a young 
*»hap, of twenty-three, a Slav, with lit¬ 
tle knowledge of EngUOi. and a four- 
inch stump in jdace of a rlsht arm. If 
he should <*©me to you for a job? He 
lost His Job and hla arm while working 
fir a big corporation In Pennsylvania. 
ATter that “the company” couldn't use 
him any more, and if he doesn't get a 
job pretty soon he will Join the “Idle 
poor” on a park bench—the first sta¬ 
tion on the road to the almshouse. 
What would you do for such a fel¬ 
low ? 

That's the sort of a question which 
must be answered many times a day 
by the agent in charge of the Special 
Employment Bureau fv>r the Handi¬ 
capped, conducted by the Charity Or¬ 
ganization Society of New York City. 
This bureau is the first of its kind In 
thin country. The lurne. the halt, the 
blind, the deaf, the dumb, recent grad¬ 
uates from the Insane hospital, the 
prison and the coinmmptive sanatorium, 
the aged, tlte mentally defective*-all 
thcete. and more with “handicaps,” too 
numerous to mention, corns to this 
unique bureau looking for Jobs. 

Ami the best part of it is. surprising 
aa It may seem, that work is found 
in most cases—not day Jobs, but 
steady employment, where a man can 
support himself and family de ently. 
Blnce the bureau was organized In 
ftiorch, DOG, 773 of th* handicapped 


have called at the office of the bureau 
and during the past month alone, work 
has been found for seventy-four men. 
The Job Isn’t usually hunting for the 
man, however. Tin* chief aim of the 
bureau Is to find the particular niche 
In which the applicant will fit. Perhaps 
It Is education In some special trade 
thnt is needed. If i*uch Is the cane, 
application is made to the Charity Or¬ 
ganization Society for a loan which is 
granted if investigation proves that the 
“handicapped” Is likely to be lmpr>v- 
ed by such «n outlay. The money is 
returned in Installments, without In¬ 
terest. from the earnings of the appli¬ 
cant. Perhaps n wooden leg Is the ne *d, 
similar application Is made, and th© 
man gels a new leg or a new Mini, al¬ 
though In some cares It Is regarded as 
a belter plan to provide legs and arms 
free of cost. 


Interesting and Pathetic.

It's an Interesting and pathetic lot of 
applicant* that stump or grope their 
way to ihe office of the bureau. Here 
is a young fellow Just dlmharged from 
a hf.ctpltul, after being laid up fdr week* 
with a fractured knee. Well and 
strong, .and willing to work, a stiff leg 
prevents his doing anything thnt re¬ 
quire© stooping or climbing. He has 
no trade, no education to speak of; 
literally he's ”up against It hard.” 
Luckily he has one asset, he can drive; 
but the leg Is too stiff for work on 
a truck or delivery wagon. But Why 
not a cab driver? Finally a loan of 
$27 was granted, the man Joined the 
union, climbed on the box and la now 
earning $15 a week. He is saving mon¬ 
ey. and is planning t 0 ge t pin home to¬ 
gether again. 

This man I* a badly-deformed hunch¬ 
back. Hard physical work Is out of the 
question, so the bureau has placed him 
In a business institute where he Is 
studying telepraphy at night. Another 
applicant minus a leg Is learning lino¬ 
type operating. 

From a musician to a manicurist 1 b 
quite a Jump, hut a girl came to the 
bureau not long .ago unable to keep 
up her work as a pianist. Her arms 
had given out, and work must be 
found. Now she Is In & "manicuring 
school,” and before long ©lie will be 
able to make a living. 

Thou thus «uc boys to be taken care 


of. One young man with oongendial hip 
disease wcTks around the ground* of 
a country hospital. Another, without 
parents or friend*, cast on the world 
by an Institution which failed to In¬ 
struct him in any trade, with mental 
handicap os well, has been found a 
place ns a stable man.

The Old Men. 


Pathetic as ore many of the stories 
of the young men and boys left so far 
behind in the race, it l* the old man 
who has played the game for so many 
years, and failed In the end. that Awak¬ 
ens the most sympathy. One man of 
seventy-nine, who was once successful 
In business, but host all In a bad year, 
has been settled as a handy man In a 
country drug store. Another, seventy- 
five years of age, Is a trusted man In 
the household of a country town, where 
he has charge of the children when the 
parents are away. 

Nor Is it all smooth sailing either for 
the man who gets the Job or for the 
bureau after It gets it for him. In New 
York, not long ago, an Italian, speaking 
no English whatever, was thrown out 
of work because he did not know what 
It meant to work ai a “scab” during a 
strike. This man had come to America 
with a family and $600. After he left 
Ellis Island he went to Texas, but In a 
few' weeks he was hack In New York 
minus a Job and also minus the $600. 
He and hi* wife and son found work 
easily enough ns “scabs,” and the 
money was inuring In In a way that 
they had never dreamed of before. But 
the strikers won and the family was 
destitute. Of course, the union refused 
to take In ‘‘scabs” and the Agent of the 
employment bureau thought that under 
these circumstances this attitude, from 
the union point of view* at least, was all 
right. It was decided, however, to ap¬ 
nea! to'the union for leniency, in the 
hack room of a cheap saloon the agent 
of the bureau met the representatives 
of the union, and In the end they de¬ 
cided to forget the past and put the 
man through the examination necessary 
for installation in the brotherhood. 

The agent I* getting in touch with 
manufacturers needing help who de¬ 
sire to place families In residence* near 
their faotorles. Two families have al¬ 
ready been sent, and two others, one 
numbering thirteen, will soon go.

Sample Problems. 


i penditure. Flgurng on that basis. I 
I have .spent IS,900,000 In newspaper ad¬ 
vertising during the past ten years. A 
fortune? Yos. But, us I say. the re¬ 
sults warranted It. 

*T have flven every form of adver¬ 
tising (he AH rest sort of trial. I be¬ 
gan with IPwspapers In 1S83. The re¬ 
sults were so good that 1 later also 
advertised In magazines. The returns 
did not warrant me In continuing I 
withdrew* my advertisements from the 
magazine.*, hut later on tried the ex¬ 
periment again. One© more 1 took out 
my advertisements and since then I 
have used only newspapers to bring my 
goods before the public eye. 

“During tho past decade, while I win 
spending $2,009,000 for newspaper ad¬ 
vertisements, I sold (basing th* esti¬ 
mate on my 1906 returns) 1.324.240 cases 
of shoes. There are twenty-feur pairs 
of shoes to a case, that makes a total 
of 3.178,176 pair* for 1906. or 31.781.760 
pair* for the ten years. At the whole¬ 
sale price of $2.50 a pair that would ho. 
for the decade. $79,454,400. Or, at the 
retail rate of $3 50 a pair. It w'ould be 
equal to $111,236,160. 

“In niy advertisements, a* a rule. I 
call attention to my shoes, leaving the 
local dealer* In their own newspaper 
advertisements to mention the fact that 
they carry the Douglas shoe. 

"By the way, another excellent rea¬ 
son for th' Buportorlty df newspaper 


over magazine advertising rests In the 
fact that in thos* same local papers 
the reader sees the *ad* every day of 
hi* life, w'hlle he see* it. at best, only 
once a month In a magazine. In other 
words, he sees It thirty time* as often 
in a newspaper, and It ha*, therefore, 
thirty times a* many chance* of im¬ 
pressing him. Every man reads Ills 
paper first. Then, If he ha* time and 
Inclination, he reads magazine*. Some¬ 
times he has neither and the magazine 
goes unread. 

“I am not a believer in spasmodic 
advertising. My principle 1*: Keep 
pounding away at the reader all the 
time. Formerly it used to be a cus¬ 
tom to advertise shoe* at only certain 
seasons of the year. I never adhered 
to that Idea, I advertise—and I keep 
on advertising. 

“When a season is dull I Increase my 
advertisements. That may seem odd. 
Many don’t do it. I do. 

“Taht is one of the secrets, I think, 
of a success. Instead of hanging back, 
waiting for a slack season to pass. I 
believe In advertising all the more. 
This past spring, for example, was 
backward and cold. It was bad for 
trade. I did extra advertising. 

“Nor, at such times, do I raise the 
price of shoe*. It would not be fair to 
make the public pay for the slowness 
of a season. I do not lower wage* In 
that event, either, a* the 1906 scale will 
prove. The scale for that year show* 
the average shoemaker's pay In the 
United Suites was $461 In Massachu¬ 
setts It was $530. In Brockton. $629; 
while at my Monuilo factory It was 
$760. That does not include superin¬ 
tendents and high salaried men. Just 
the worker*, on the union scale. 

“Another advertising theory of mine 
is that a good 'ad* should be changed 
very seldom. Of course. In the case of 
dry goods stores or other places where 
special sales Are held and new' attrac¬ 
tion* offered from time to time It I* 
necessary to change the form and In¬ 
ducements of an advertisement. But 
where a man deals In a single staple 
article I rhlnk he should w'rlte one 
strong, convincing advertisement and 
let that stand for a long time. 

“Let him make sure first that it is 
the strongest, best-worded advertise¬ 
ment that he can concoct. Then let it 
stand. 

There are good reasons for this. 
Suppose a man has glunced at my ad¬ 
vertisement for several days In suc¬ 
cession without reading it. Then one 
morning he doe* read it. That may 
be the day when (if I constantly change 
my 'ad*') I might have a weaker, le*s 
attractive, less convincing on© than 
usual. Perhaps I lose his possible cus¬ 
tom. 

“A good advertisement Is an argu¬ 
ment. Remember that. An argument. 
Not a boast. It does not shout an un¬ 
reasonable command to buy something. 
Tt explains to you why you should 
buy the article. It appeals to your 
sense of reason. It should never exag¬ 
gerate In any way, but tell the mere 
truth. 

• • * 

Base Claims on Meiit. 


“An advertisement should never 
claim for goods more ndvnntagea than 
they actually possess. An article must 
have merit—real merit—and Its proprie¬ 
tor must fight, every minute, to keep 
the quality high. Success must not 
lure him knto letting up, one atom, on 
high quaJtty. If he does, in the course 
of time he will lose. Borne people got 
to making money fast. Then they think 
they can lower the quality (and. Inci¬ 
dentally, the cost of production), and 
make more. I have made more because 
my goods are worth more. 

“It 1* a strange fact that fully two- 
fifths of the Fhoes sold throughout the 
entire week are sold on Saturday. 
Whether because that Is pay day or 
merely because It Is a favorable shop¬ 
ping day I don't know, but the fact re¬ 
mains. and we regulate our advertising 
accordingly; making It heaviest toward 
the latter part of the week. Of course, 
with a magazine (published only one© 
a month) this would be impracticable. 

“The Douglas shoe is sold all over 
the United States and also has a large 
sale in Canada and Mexico, besides 
having created more or less of a Euro¬ 
pean demand. I employ 4.009 persons 
in making and selling my shoes, and I 
own and operate seventy retail shoe 


store* In the large cities. The va*t 
area covered by my dealers renders it 
all the more necessary for me to use 
local newspapers'from one end of the 
land to the other to advertise my shoe*, 
and made It tho more needful for me 
to study out carefully just what would 
be the beet medium through which I 
might reach the people nt large.” 

Concerning those 4,000 employes 
whom Mr. Dougins so casually men¬ 
tioned, an entire article of more than 
common Interest might be written. 
They form a sort of Utopia© communi¬ 
ty whereof he is the head. At his ex¬ 
pense all of them are provided with 
medical care In Illness, and they are In 
other ways mode to feel his personal 
Interest In them. 

The labor question assume* none of 
Its harsher features In the Douglas 
plant. By special agreement between 
the proprietor and his workmen, all 
difference*, so far as possible, are mu¬ 
tually adjusted. Those which canrmt 
be thu* disposed of will by common 
consent be. submitted to the Stat** 
Board of Arbitration and Conciliation, 
that body’s decision to bo binding cm 
both disputants. 

In this way strikes and lookouts are 
unknown among ,the Dough** work¬ 
man. and th* pleasantest fooling hus 
always existed between employer and 
employed. 

Since tho beginning of hi* first cam¬ 
paign of newspaper advertising, In 
1883. Mr, Douglas has gradually but 
steadily become known to nearly 
every one in America. The face that 
look* out from the diamond-shaped 
frame in his advertisements is familiar 
to all Yet *he face that accompanies 
this article give* a far more accurate 
idea of the William L. Douhiss of to¬ 
day. The character-reader may peruse 
there the reasons why a lowly start In 
life had no power to check this man's 
rise. 

By Judicious newspaper advertising 
Dougins quickly "outgrew” factory 
after factory until. In 1892. he erected 
the huge works now In use at Mod- 
tello, Just out of Boston.

New York. July 5.—[.Special.]— The 
Protective Tariff League has already 
started a campaign to place none but 
high priests of protection on guard at 
the next Republican National Con* 
ventlon. Much literature describing 
the benefits of the high tariff and 
claiming everything under the sun for 
it 1 * being circulated. Special atten¬ 
tion will be paid to the New England 
States and the middle west, where a 
sentiment against the DIngley law and 
its underlying principle of a high tariff 
exists. The league will make no fight 
for any particular candidate for the 
nomination, but Instead will endeavor 
to bring about the election of delegit©* 
in sympathy with its idea* irrespective 
of their preference a* to the nominee. 

It may be said that the candidacy of 
Secretary Taft does not appeal so 
strongly to this high tirlff organisa¬ 
tion. It is well known that he favors 
a general reduction In duties all along 
the line and that the prohibitive ones 
on steel and other products controlled 
by trusts would, under bis direction, b© 
removed and the foreigner allowed to 
compete. The league, however. Is not 
slow to recognize the danger of making 
an open fight against the President or 
his Cabinet officer. 

• • • 

Fight Over Tariff. 


Here his ;iey roll grew' until It num¬ 
bers at present 4.000 names. Here 
too, grew the facllitl©* (or turning out 
shoes In unparalleled numbers—about 
17,800 pairs a day being the capacity 
now'. In the Jobbing house alone a half 
million pair* of shoes are carried at all 
times In stock 

The factory—or factories, for there 
are tw»o of them practically Joined un¬ 
der ono series of roofs—cover ns much 
space a* tbe walls of an ancient city, 
and are arranged in rectilinear lines, 
wdth wide-reaching wings, like enfilad¬ 
ing earthw'orks. 

The man who employed newspaper 
advertising as tho magic wand to raise 
this mighty structure from the earth 
still w'orks as hard, in his own way, as 
did the seven-year-old carrier of wood 
and pegger of shoes. Outside office 
hours he is of simple, domestic ta©to*. 
hts one “rich man’s amusement" taking 
the form of frequent cruises on his big 
steam yacht, the Machlgonne. 

He h«a found time, too, ns nil New 
England knows, to make a decided im¬ 
pression In the field of politic*. A 
stanch Democrat, he ha* served In both 
houses of the Stmt© Legislature, framed 
the arbitration and weekly payment 
law*, w’as M-'tyor of Brockton In 1390 
and ha* four time* been chosen a* dele¬ 
gate to the national conventions. 

HI* victorious campaign for the gov¬ 
ernorship of Massachusetts w'os such as 
to awaken national Interest. Through¬ 
out his term of Governor he conducted 
hi* great personal business interests a* 
well as those of the State In such a ’ r 
that neither suffered from Inattention. 
Hi* wide use of newspaper advertising 
during the gubernatorial contest was 
one of the most striking features of the 
campaign and contributed in no light 
measure to hi* triumph. 

Why a man like Douglas, having 
made such giant stride* In the world of 
business, should have sought the gov¬ 
ernorship was a puzzle to many. And 
not a few wondered that he was not 
satisfied with the success he had al¬ 
ready won. 

But the man who I* satisfied with 
success would he satisfied with failure. 

t do not rhlnk William L, Douglas 
would bo satisfied with either. 


There is no doubt, though, that 
either Speaker Cannon or Senator 
Knox would be more acceptable to IL 
Whether or not Secretary Taft secure* 
a majority of tho delegates, there are 
prospects of a lively fight over th© 
tariff plank at Hie convention. It will 
be the aim of the standpatter* to im¬ 
press upon th© rank and file that high 
f protection and Republicanism are one 
and the same thing. Tn«t heavy duties 
| Are part of ©he religion of a true Re¬ 
publican. The league believe* that If it 
make* a loud enough noise, the Taft 
forces will g*t frightened and Insert 
a vague plank similar to that of 1904

It Is ©tin possible to recall the tim© 
when Theodor© Roosevelt was a pro¬ 
tectionist. Those were the days when 
belief in this was a teat of party loyal¬ 
ty. But the President has grown pro¬ 
gressive on the issue the same «os 
others In his party. General recogni¬ 
tion Is given that wdth the unpopular¬ 
ity of trusts prevailing, there Is apt to 
bo a disposition on part of the voter* 
to bold the high tariff responsible for 
them and therefore to cling to It* un¬ 
der such conditions w ould be an act of 
folly. The revision wing of the Re¬ 
publican party is Increasing in 
strength dally. 

All the literature that the Protective 
Tariff League sends out ia not apt to 
be of sufficient force to stem the tide., * 
Gov. Albert B. Cummins of Iowa, who 
Is a candidate to succeed Wi’llam B. 
Allison in the United States Senate, 
came East recently and made a speech 
on the tariff at Pittsburg, which ha* 
attracted wide attention among Rppub- 
llcaji leaders here. The Governor said 
that “the Iowa Idea" was, not dead, 
furthernwe that It differs little from 
that which actuates the tariff revision¬ 
ists in Massachusetts.

Taft nnd Cummins. 


These are sample problems that the 
bureau Is meeting every day. ThOre Is 
one fact that continually forces Itself 
before the agent trying to find places 
for men w'ho do not know how to do 
any one thing well. That 1* that there 


Is a r^al need for practical education 
for the boys and th© girls of to-day— 
an education thnt will make them able 
to say. "fine thing I know." That very 
thing gives confidence to learn another. 

The formation of the National So¬ 
ciety for the Promotion of Industrial 
Education show-* how widespread Is the 
feeling that education, to be of use. 
must he pmctlcnl. Many are called 
to be musician* and artists, but few are 
chosen who are able to get from either 
the bread of fife, to say nothing of the 
butter. To be practical means food 
and raiment; to be Impractical mean* 
to have the scorn of the other fellow. 
The man who can run a lunch wagon, 
or the woman who can make a good- 
looking shirt waist, will never have to 
ask for charity. It 1* the knowledge 
of how to do well the common every¬ 
day thing* thnt everybody must have, 
and have often, that gains economic 
independence. 

This may seem fnr afield of the sub¬ 
ject. but many a person is handicapped 
because the schools and parents have 
failed to grasp the special needs of the 
hoy or girl and to train them accord¬ 
ingly. The Bureau of the Handicapped 
alms to he practical and to supply to 
the adult, if not too old. what has been 
omitted in earlier years. Unless a per¬ 
son loses sight or hearing, or becomes 
crippled in adult life, there Is no nerd 
for any of these affliction* causing en¬ 
tire dependence, provided parents, ed¬ 
ucators, and the Commonwealth do 
their duty. There is a corner In life 
for all of us. if only that corner can 
be found and the person for whom it 
is found be willing to fill it. 


GIANT PLANTED 

TREES FOR FLGWERS. 


Circus Freak So Big l4iat He 
Couldn't Handle Sweet 
Peas. 


[New York Sun ] 

“Some plant geraniums, some sweet 
pens, but the greatest of all giants.'* 
said the old circus man. “planted tree*. 

“He liked flowers and that sort of 
thing that people plant in gardens and 
raise in flower pots to bring Into the 
house ii^ the fall and set out again In 
the spring, and all that, and he would 
have liked to raise flowers, but I think 
he felt that a man of hi* colossal size 
would have looked sort of foolish lug¬ 
ging around (lower pots that might 


have been big and heavy for ordinary 
people, hut that would have looked like 
little teucups <ln his hands and he raised 
nnd tended tree* Just n§ other people 
might raise (lowers. i 

"There was a nursery about a mile 
and a half from our winter quarters, 
and otm» spring when the frost was out 
of the ground, but before the going 
wna good enough for us to take the 
road, the giant goes over to this nur¬ 
sery and buys a lot of little trees, sap¬ 
lings about eight feet high, young 
maples and chestnut* nnd poplars and 
beeches, arvd while the rfien were paint¬ 
ing up the wagon* and overhauling tho 
canvas, getting everything ready to 
start out. the giant planted tho**' trees. 

“We had quit© some trees scattered 
around on the place and one or two lit¬ 
tle patches of timber, and I've to’d y©u 
about how the giant used to go out 
with the gardener In the aprlng trim¬ 
ming the trees around and how he 
wfcqld stand with his head and 3houl 
fieri* up among the branches of a tree 
and look down to the gardener and ask 
him what bralich to cut and then saw 
It off ard hand it down to him. An 1 
this plei-fed the giant very mu"h. hut 
he really wanted some sort of plants of 
his own; and fo he goes and get© thoev* 
saplings and sets 'em out w here there's 
room for them and where to his eyt 
they'd look good In the landscape, 
planting anfi tending them Just as you 
or 1 might plant and tfnd tiger lilies o; 
rose bushes. 

“When the sh nv earqo back from the 
road that fall the first thing the giant 
did was to get out and look around at 
his trees; and they'd all come through 
the summer nicely, all living, every 
one of them; and it was something 
worth looking nt to see him stalking 
around, bending over and looking down 
on the tops of them as h'* went around 
among 'em. finding a real pleasure In 
every one; he’d planted 'em 

“And, of cours»\ he couldn't take 'em 
in for the winter like you would flow¬ 
er*. but Just bi*f()re the settled cold 
weather set In he strawed Vm, all 
around, on the ground, to protect their 
roots and then he looked after them. 
He used to go out In the winter every 
now and then to straighten up this 
straw when there wasn't any anow, and 
then he'd stand nnd watch the little 
trees, weaving and waving in the winds 
and then springing up straight and 
sturdy; nnd when the buds began to 
appear on them In spring, why, each 
and every tree was to him a particular 
delight. 

“They all lived, all of them; f.nd It 
wasn’t many season* before they were 
all up as high as rho giant’s head, and 
some of them higher; and then I 
thought the giant began to regard 'em 
with a little different feeling. Not with 


any less friendliness, but It was dif¬ 
ferent. 

“You see he couldn't exactly pet 'em 
any more ns he had sort of done 
they was all smaller than he was; you 
can’t very well pet anything a* big as 
you are. or bigger; and then, as they 
grew' still bigger. Why. naturaJly. ns 
you might say, they begun sort of to 
live their own lives, and to draw more 
and more away from him, but the 
giant come to njflllzo thl*. and it didn't 
worry him.

The Southern Pacific 
Company had filed a plea In abatement 
to the Hardesty suit based upon the 
ground that the Alexander action wus al¬ 
ready pending The Attorney General con¬ 
tended that on account of his official po¬ 
sition he had the right to elect to pro©e- 
cute all actions brought in the name of 
the Commonwealth, and that he chose to 
prosecute the Hardesty suit.

Island Owners Get Injunction 

An injunction against Nugent Brothers 
to prevent them from dredging sand Ju*t 
off of Diamond, or Twelve-mile Island, 
was granted yesterday by Judge Shackel¬ 
ford Miller upon application of the Island 
T>and Company, ownors of the Island. 
The defendants had obtained the right to 
take sand and gravel from the river from 
the owner of the land on the Kentucky 
side. and. according to their understand¬ 
ing. their license to do so gave thorn right 
to take It from any portion of the 
stream’s bed between the Island and the 
mainland. 

This was on the theory that the title of 
the owner of the mainland extended to 
low-water mark upon the Indiana, shore. 
Virginia's grant of the Northwest Terri¬ 
tory to the Federal Government made tho 
low-water mark on the northern side of 
the river the legal boundary. Under the 
common law rule, which is In fore© in 
Kentucky, the owners of land bordering 
on a stream each own© the bed of tho 
stream to Its center, subject, of course, 
to the public’s right of navigatlon. 

It was contended for the defendants 
that the Island should be regarded as a 
portion of the mainland, and for this rea¬ 
son its owners Should only poasee* title 
In that portion of the stream bed lying 
between It and low-water mark on the 
Indiana shore. Upon an examination of 
the conveyances of the land by Vlrgtnia 
to th«‘ Federal Government Judge Mtller 
took the view that the part of the river 
between the Island and the mainland was 
entirely within the State of Kentucky, 
and. therefore, for this reason, the title 
of the abutting property owners Should 
extend only to the middle of the stream. 

Use of Party Wall. 

l party wall question of Importance 
s decided by Judge Miller-yesterday In 
the cai*e of Mrs. Horatio S. Bright against 
Miss Maggie Judge. The plaintiff and de¬ 
fendant own adjoining houses on the east 
side of Fourth avenue, a short distance 
south of Market street, with a party wall 
between them which sits squarely upon 
the division line. Miss Judge has execut¬ 
ed a lease of her property to J. Bacon & 
Sons for a Fourth-avenue entrance. In or¬ 
der to make practical the plane for im¬ 
proving the building It became necessary 
to raise the wall tw’o stories, it having 
heretofore been three storie* high, and 
to make It thicker in order that it might 
carr> the ^xtra load, 

Mrs. Bright opposed this plan with In¬ 
junction proceedings, contending that the 
defendant had no.such right to make the 
change. It was represented for her that 
as there had existed no contract or con¬ 
ditions upon which the wall was built the 
right of Its use w*as limited to the us© 


McGovern Still Fighting. 

Jtidge Field yesterday dismissed an 
agreed cn»lt brought by John McGovern 
agaJn*t Magistrate Frank Hoffman and 
Patrolmen John Hess and Pot©r Maloney 
to determine whether the Magistrate poe¬ 
sies the right to admlnlMer the in¬ 
solvent debtor's oath to the two olfio-rs 
um.il after they spend ten d«*ye in Jail. 
McGovern recovered $500 because of as¬ 
sault said to have been committed upon 
him by the officers In the so-called June 
primary in 1509. The Court of Appeals 
confirmed the Judgment, but the officers, 
never Iwdng able to pay. planned to take 
the insolvent debtor’s oath. McGovern’s 
attorney. Arthur Wallace, however, rep¬ 
resents that they should ftiwt go to Jail. 
Judge Field dismissed the cose, holding 
that he had no authority to oompel th© 
Magistrate not to take the action. 

Wltness Fee Held Excessive. 

In the caae of Dr. Dudley S. Reynolds 
against L. Buckler for $1d0 Judge Gor¬ 
don sustained a demurrer to that portion 
of the suit which sought to collect $100 
from the defendant- The plaintiff in 
Itemizing his bill had charged the de¬ 
fendant $50 for two examinations and $100 
for testifying in his damage suit against 
th© Kentucky* and Indiana Bridge and 
Railroad Company and demonstrating 
bis condition to th© Jury. Judge Gordon 
held that the law only aJ lowed $1 a day 
for th© attendance of witnesses. Buckler 
had recovered $6,100 from the Kentucky 
and Indiana Bridge and Railroad Com¬ 
pany on nocouwt of personal injuries. 

Charges Breach of Promise. 

Lena Facker brought wult for $16,000 as 
damages against Alex Gilbreath, charging 
him with breach of promise of marriage. 
She says that h© propt**ed to her In No¬ 
vember. 1906, and that she accepted him, 
and the day of marriage wra© set for Jan¬ 
uary* 23 following. About that time, how'- 
ever. the defendant is said to have re¬ 
quested Miss Packer to postpone the wed¬ 
ding because of a death in hie family, 
and May 14 was fixed as the date. At that 
time, however, the defendant is said to 
have refused to marry her. Gilbreath Is a 
farmer firing near South Park. 

Col. Bennett H. Young represents the 
plaintiff. 

Fell Down Elevator Shaft. 

Fannie Enos, administratrix of tho es¬ 
tate of Charles Thomas Enos, sued the 
Kentucky Distilleries and Warehouse 
Company, Julius Kessler & Co., and oth¬ 
ers ror $26,000, because of the death of 
tho decedent who was killed while In 
the defendants' employ. The petition re¬ 
cites that Enos was at work or. the fifth 
floor of a warehouse of the defendants at 
Thirtieth Btreet and Garland avenue 
August 26, 1906. when he fell down the 
elevator shaft and received fatal In¬ 
juries. It is charged that the shaft was 
unguarded and that there was inadequate

The Louisville National Banking Com¬ 
pany yesterday sued M. Pfafflnger for 
$16,592.62 said to be the principal and 
Interest due the plaintiff on a number 
of promissory notes, ranging in amounts 
from $1,000 to $4,000.

Battleships To the Pacific. 

Mr. Metcalf. Secretary of the Navy, 
In an Interview in California, con¬ 
firms the news riven out at Washing¬ 
ton that a strong fleet of warships will 
soon be sent to the Pacific ocean.

We are getting a pretty large navy, 
end the ships must be kept efficient in 
case of need. Hence It Is necessary 
to keep the vessels moving and the 
orews under good discipline. It la. of 
course, a wis*? policy to send the war¬ 
ships where they are needed or where 
they may possibly be needed, whether 
to protect our commerce, our coas* s. or 
our citizens In localities where thore 
are disturbance*. At present, our naval 
force in the Pacific Is weak, and our 
Interest* there are very considerable. 
We have a large expanse of seaboard 
on the Pacific, and then there are Alas¬ 
ka, Hawaii and the Philippines. There 
does not seem to ba any great demand 
for our ships In the Atlantic, though, 
of course, nobody knows what may 
happen. It Is a long voyage from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific around Cape 
Horn, a fact that was impressed upon 
the country by the great run made by 
Lho Oregon during the war with Spain. 
It is, therefore, necessary to keep In 
the Pacific all the warships that are 
liable to be needed at once In any 
•mergency. The completion of the 
Panama Canal will change all that, hut 
that is & matter for some undefined 
time in the future. 

It Is not probable that any serious 
apprehension of a war with Japan is 
entertained. Secretary Metcalf lays the 
whole blame for the talk of Japanese 
troubles upon the newspapers. In this 
be Is not at all Just. Unscrupulous 
newspapers may do & good deal of 
barm, but they alone are not to blame. 
The Japanese have been held up as 
foare-crows by people close to the Ad¬ 
ministration for the purpose of accom¬ 
plishing certain results. The Japanese 
Government has been represented as 
entertaining certain ideas which are 
unautliorlzed, and some of our public 
men have virtually Indorsed them for 
purposes of their own. It Is time that 
there should bo an end of this. 

The presence of a large fleet In the 
pacific may have the effect of allaying 
some of the unreasonable fears that 
have been entertained on the coast, be¬ 
cause of the supposed defenseless posi¬ 
tion. It need not and ought not to give 
pccaslon for any unjust attacks on the 
Japanese, for the hoodlums who are 
disposed to Indulge In such outrages 
ought to be kept down by the local 
Authorities. The Secretary intimates 
that the fleet will not be kept long in 
the Pacific, hut that may well depend 
upon future contingencies. Under 
present conditions It would seem well 
to keep a pretty strong naval force In 
the great ocean that separates Cali¬ 
fornia from the Philippines. 


Sow them. At Gettysburg the killed on 
the Federal side were 3,070, and the 
wounded 14,497. Thus the total casual¬ 
ties for the Fourth of July, 1906. were 
only 5.466. while at Gettysburg they 
were 17,587. But we must remember 
that the flght at Gettysburg lasted 
three day's, so that on the basis of a 
single day there was but a small dif¬ 
ference between that flght and the 
Fourth, so far u* the Federal side was 
concerned. 

At Bull Run, or the first battle of 
Manassas, the Federal losses were 470 
killed and 1,071 wounded. While show ¬ 
ing a larger death list than the Fourth 
of July of last year, the total casual¬ 
ties were only t.54l, or between a 
third and a fourth of the casualties of 
peace July 4, 1806. Tho Confederate 
killed and wounded In the eamo A&ht 
are put at 1.869, so the casualties on 
both sides were only a little more than 
two-thirds of that of the Fourth last 
year. Now, the battle of Bull Run was 
thought at the time to be one of the 
greatest that ever happened, though 
Jator and more protracted fights throw' 
It somewhat into the shade. 

It may be worth while to take some 
estimates of losses on the Confederate 
aide during the Civil War. There is a 
dispute about many of them, so they 
are given for what they are worth. 
They are at all events as trustworthy 
as the reports of casualties on the 
Fourth, for many of these are not re¬ 
ported. At the flght at Fort DoneUon, 
February 14 to 16, 1882. the killed on the 
Confederate side are estimated at 466. 
wounded 1.582, total casualties, 3,048. 
The flght lasted throe days, so that tho 
Confederate casualties were about 683 
per day, or leas than one-seventh of 
those of July 4, 1906. At Shiloh the Con¬ 
federates lost 1.723 killed. 8,012 wounied, 
total, 9,735 in two days* flght, or 4.867 
per day, lees than the casualties on the 
Fourth of last year. At Chicofnauga 
the Confederate lost 2,268 killed and 
13.613 wounded, total casualties 15.88L 
This was In two days, on an average 
of 7.940 a day. about &0 per cent more 
than the Fourth of 1906. 

Taking these figures and comparing 
them, tho assertion that the Fourth of 
July is costing the country as much In 
killed and w'ounded as a great battle 
does not seem so much of an exaggera¬ 
tion after all. The fact that it is ex¬ 
ceeded by tome of the greatest battle 3 
must be conceded, but there are other 
battles that ranked as important where 
the casualties were lose. 


Battles and the Fourth. 

It la often said that the Fourth of 
July brings casualties equal to thoee 
of a great battle. Such remarks are 
usually taken as a half-humorous ex¬ 
aggeration, though there Is no Joke 
about the losses. It is worth while, 
therefore, to take the actual facts as 
developed by jhc best reports at hand. 

, Tlie casualties of a battle are often ex¬ 
aggerated, at least as to the less of 
the other aide, and sometimes there Is 
a disposition to underrate the losses 
on ouv side, whatever that may be. 

. After the passions of the hour have 
parsed. however, there is a serious ef¬ 
fort to get at the actual facts, but this 
is not always an easy task. 

The reports from the Fourth of July 
this year sre not yet complete. Last 
year the dead in the whole country 
were put at 168. and the injured at 
6,308. Now, If we compare this result 
with the greatest battles of the Civil 
War, we shall And that it falls far be- 


American Tea. 

The matter of growing our own tea. 
discussed from time to time, la pro¬ 
nounced perfectly feaatble. At the same 
time we Import annually from ninety 
million to one hundred and seven mil¬ 
lion pounds of tea, which cost 
us from $14,000,000 to $17,000,000. 

Raising tea in America Is not a new 
thing. More than one hundred years 
ago tea was planted fifteen miles from 
Charleston. S. C. In 1S48 the attempt 
to raise it was made in the same State 
by Dr. Junius Smith, who had come 
over from England. He wrote that his 
plants were doing finely and had with¬ 
stood a snow eight or nine inches deep. 
Ho expressed the opinion that tho adap¬ 
tation of the tea plant to the soil and 
climate of fWa country was demon¬ 
strated. and the Industry was perma¬ 
nently established. Yet that was nearly 
sixty years ago. and we are still relying 
on foreign countries for our supply of 
tea. The average Import price last year 
was only a little over fifteen cents a 
pound. Of something more than 89.- 
000,000 P 9 unds Imported, we got 36,- 
500,000 pounds from Japan and nearly 
83,000,000 pounds from the Chinese em¬ 
pire. 

Wc have kept up our experiments In 
tea growing. Twenty years ago the 
Government employed Mr. John Jack- 
son. 'who had had experience In tea 
growing in India, to conduct experi¬ 
ments in Georgia and South Carolina. 
More recently Dr. Charles M. Shepherd 
has raised tea in his gardens near Sum¬ 
merville. S. C., and has again demon¬ 
strated the practicability of growing 
tea In that climate. One hundred acres 
are said to have produced about 12.000 
pounds of dry tea a year, which would 
be an average of 120 pounds per acre. 
One garden Is said to have pro¬ 
duced 635 pounds per acre In one sea¬ 
son. But at the same time we are told 
that while people were thereby encour¬ 
aged to grow their own tea, the gardens 
soon died out from lack of interest. 

It is said that an average tea bush 
yields about three ounces of cured tea 
in a season, so that one hundred plants 
would yield about eighteen pounds. A 
pound makes 350 to 400 cups, so that 
fifty plants would yield tea enough to 
supply a large family. 

Now, whilo this Is Interesting, It U 
a little confusing. After a hundTed 
years of experimentation, with the uni¬ 
form result that tho production of our 
own tea Is found perfectly practicable, 
how does it happen that we still Im¬ 
port all our tea, with the exception of 
small quantities which do not cut any 
figure In the general result? People 
have tried tea gardens and have soon 
lost Interest in them. But people do 
not lose Interest In experiments which 
pay them largely, so we may Infer that 
tea culture was not found very re¬ 
munerative. Unfortunately. Informa¬ 
tion la withheld as to the financial re¬ 
sults. We should like to know whether 
the home-grown tea was readily sal¬ 
able at prices equal to that of the Im¬ 
ported tea. At fifteen cents a pound, 
120 pounds of tea would bring SIB. If 
this were grown on land that would 
yield half a bale of cotton, worth $25 
or $30, It would not be very alluring. 
There must be something kept back 
which accounts for the failure to grow 
tea on land and in a climate that are 
said to be well adapted to it. 
It la not improbable that the 
owners of the land w'here tea might be 
grown are devoting it to something 
which yields a larger profit, and this 


may be the reason why they lose Inter¬ 
est in tea. 

If we should undertake to grow tea in 
considerable quantities it is easy \o 
guess what w r ou!d happen. Tea now 
comes In free of tariff tax. But as an 
infant Industry it would have to have 
protection, and a tax would be put 
upon it. This would probably have 
the effect of increasing tho cost of tea, 
but this would not be a very groat 
burden, for our consumption of tea Is 
small compared with that of coffee. We 
Import nearly ten times as much coffee 
as we do tea. The consumption of tea 
Is but little more than a pound per 
capita, so that a tax of ten or fifteen 
cents a pound would not be very bur¬ 
densome. Howover, any ihcreaae of 
price would have a tendency to lower 
consumption, which Is already compar¬ 
atively small. Then we get our tea 
from countries wMoh wo are trying to 
cultivate for their trade, and It is 
necessary for them to sell us some¬ 
thing in order to help pay for the goods 
which they take from us. 

It is pretty clear that the United 
States can grow' toa, but it remains to 
be demonstrated that it is to their In¬ 
terest to do so. So long as our people 
find it more profitable to put their cap¬ 
ital and labor Into other crops, so long 
will they be content to employ the 
pauper labor of As.a to produce the tea 
that wo consume. 


The Smart Set’s Negro Favorite. 

It has come to light that a negro from 
the cotton belt, hiding his kinky hair 
beneath a wig, was a favorite of the 
New Yn-v Four Hundred for several 
years, y ..sing for the grandson of a 
noted Apache chieftain. Would such a 
fraud have been possible In any other 
American city? Assuredly the cultured 
classes In the South would be able to 
distinguish between the red man and 
the black. New York Is notoriously 
provincial and Ill-Informed as to men 
and events and conditions in the vasty 
wilds of the unexplored portion of the 
United States lying west of Hoboken, 
but It is hardly belicvible that the 
average New Yorker could be imposed 
upon for a number of years©by a negro 
with a wig. The Smart Set Is an aris¬ 
tocracy of dollars and not of brains. 
Apparently it la not even equipped with 
good monocles and lorgnettes, since a 
seal brown brother from the South and 
a plains Indian look alike to those with¬ 
in the magic circle that hedges the 400 
from a vulgar world. 

The exposure of “Prince Anthony” re¬ 
calls that a little while ago a young 
man once widely known In the amuse¬ 
ment world us "The Human Snake” 
basked in the sunlight of the smiles of 
ladies of the 400. and, if the tongue of 
gossip Is truthful, was about to elope 
with a wealthy widow, when the news¬ 
mongers delved into his picturesque 
past and caused his house of cards to 
tumble Into nothingness. 

What Is the sesame to society in our 
“exclusive” metropolis, where ”Th© Hu¬ 
man Snake” and “Prince Anthony” find 
an equoi welcome? Money is not re¬ 
quired of the social caterer, although 
the social arbiter must needs have no 
little of it. “The Human Snake” wus 
os poor as the proverb pictures his fel¬ 
lows who crawl with their mouths In 
the dust. Ferhaps the password that 
causes the pearly gates of the social 
heaven to swing wide is “something 
different** Something different Is de¬ 
manded because the 400 Is founded upon 
money, and the vacuous new rich bore 
one another except when all are too 
absorbed in dinner to worry about the 
absence of social dynamics. When such 
persons are amused they are uncritical. 
“The Human Snake” and “Prince 
Anthony” amused them until each in 
turn was driven from his fool’s paradise 
by a sensation-hunting press, careless 
alike of the sorrows brought upon twer 
harmless adventurers in cap and bells 
and the humiliation of their patrons. 

The Smart Set is continually cutting 
capers before High Heaven that reflect 
no credit upon Its dignity or discern¬ 
ment. and that destroy its claims to ex¬ 
clusiveness. If there Is an excuse for 
an aristocracy In a democracy, it Is for 
one that shall establish standards to 
encourage culture and refinement, plain 
living ahd high thinking, snd to exclude 
the mountebank, no matter whether he 
Is a lusty mulatto buck from the Miss¬ 
issippi delta or a contortionist from a 
side-show'. Such an aristocracy has not 
been established in New York. And yet 
there are. It must be admitted, many 
fairly intelligent American men and 
women who Ipok upon the members of 
the Smart Set as the really desirable 
American citizens, and regard Newport 
as the Ultima Thule of social ambition. 


presidential chair. His activities, to 
say the least of them, are surprising, 
and many of them not In the line of 
old Republican ideas, but altogether 
novel and calling upon the party which 
placed him in the presidency to de¬ 
termine, when it next expresses Itself, 
whether It will support him or not. 
By the boldness with which he has 
assumed these positions and the con¬ 
fidence with which he has demanded 
the support of his purty. he has un¬ 
questionably advanced the Republican 
party to many positions which ten 
years ago we would have believed it 
Impossible for it ever to occupy; but 
the demand Is made sometimes for new 
Indorsements in new lines, which, be 
they Republican or un-Republican, 
were never dreturned of in our philoso¬ 
phy, until they were laid down by Mr. 
Roosevelt, and tho questions etlll un¬ 
decided are first, whether the Repub¬ 
lican party will indorse him; and 
second, whether, if it poes not, he will 
be able to receive the support of the 
majority of the people of the United 
States.” Referring to the positions oc¬ 
cupied by the President on various 
questions, he criticised sharply his in¬ 
terference with the school systems of 
the States, citing a decision of tho Su¬ 
preme Court in a Massachusetts caee. 
in which it upheld a law regulating the 
separation of the races in schools, and 
with that as a text he arraigned both 
the President ^nd Secretary Root 
sharply upon their assumption of power 
to nullify, by a foreign treaty, the 
California law' on the same subject. 
The discussion of this and other ques¬ 
tions was very able, his arguments be¬ 
ing strongly fortified by citations of 
Constitutional authority or decisions of 
the Supreme Court. 

This Is specially worthy of note as 
regards the question of chill labor, and 
the bill of Senator Beveridge to regu¬ 
late it by congressional legislation. “It 
Is,” said Mr. Wise, “a subject with 
which the Federal Government has 
nothing and can have nothing to do. It 
is part of the police power of the State, 
never delegated to the nation. Tho at¬ 
tempt on the part of the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment to Infer power, on that sub¬ 
ject, to itself, is a usurpation basefc 
upon a fanciful and sentimental idea 
of the all-pervaaiveness of Federal 
power and an Impertinent intrusion 
into the affairs of the States.” 

There can be no question among un¬ 
biased minds, viewing the several sub¬ 
jects treated from a strictly constitu¬ 
tional standpoint, as to the correctness 
of Mr. Wise in the position of antag¬ 
onism to the President. The won¬ 
der is that he has so long remained 
in alliance with a party which, by leg¬ 
islation equally subject to the same 
criticism, has grown to such a degree 
of pow er as to endanger the very fabric 
of our Constitutional Government. His 
utterances are. however, but evidence 
of a certain awakening of many men 
of similar views to the danger of con¬ 
tinuing the powSpr of the Government 
longer In the hands of a party born on 
such policies as he denounces.

John S. Wise, s<*n of Henry A, Wise. 

the distinguished States Rights Con¬ 
gressman and Governor of Virginia, de¬ 
livered an address & few days ago be¬ 
fore the Maryland Bar Association in 
which he took issue with President 
Roosevelt. Secretary Root and others 
of that political coterie, w'ho have been 
advocating so many measures at 
variance with the democratic construc¬ 
tion of the Constitution. Tho position 
taken by him on the occasion attracts 
especial attention from his past history, 
and particularly from his long affilia¬ 
tion with the Republican party.

KENTUCKY HORSE SENSE.

The business men of that State have 
been studying for some time the problem 
“What’s the matter with Kentucky?” and 
the Louisville Board of Trade is the first 
to put forward an answer. It !s; “We 
need more railways.” Increased popula¬ 
tion. development of the State ’9 natural 
resources and gcnjffal prosperity among 
the people. It Is declared, wait on tlv 
building of new road* and the opening 
up of region* now made remote from 
markets by the lack of tr&nsp rtat.on 
facilities, fio, while States all around air 
waging wars of reprisal on the ra.lways, 
the Louisville merchants would run up i> 
flag of truce and make “almost any rea¬ 
sonable sacrifice or effort consistent with 
public morality” to Induce new roads to 
enter and present roads to Increase theli 
mileage In the State. 

There !h much of common sense and 
far-seeing business acumen in'the circu¬ 
lar sent out from Louisville. Particular 
ly impressive Is tils document comlug 
at a time when other Commonwealths 
are, by their legislative enactments, fo c 
it g the transportation Hen* to curia 1 thel 
building and reduce the number ot trains. 

Kentucky realizes that railways cunnoi 
be expected to extend their line* into re¬ 
gions w'here. for a time at least, the., 
will be unprofitable without making s~rk 
concessions. “The publ.c,” it is dectaied. 
“should be willing that investments in 
the means of transportation should b< 
profitable and sufficiently so to tempt 
those who provide the capital rapidly u 
Increase their Investments in the State; 
nnd further: “This board believes that 
what la now In order, for the good of the 
public as well as for the good of tho rail¬ 
ways, 1 * co-operation between the people 
and the railways with a view to the goow. 
of bofh. • • • Public hostility, bars., 
criticism and drastic legislation can s^rve 
no good end.” 

None but the unthinking political sol¬ 
dier of fortune who ha* enlisted in iht 
war against the railways for personal 
ends will attempt to controvert this state¬ 
ment of the Louisville Board of Trad 1 ?. 
The railways are aa necessary to the peo¬ 
ple as are the people to the railways. An 
attack "on one Inflicts a wound upon the 
other. Perhaps Kentucky Is dcatlned to 
demonstrate to other State* the mischief 
that l.es In their legislative reprisals by 
reaping a rich harvest from a few seeds 
of consideration and co-operation sown ai 
the present moment.

GLADSTONE AND CHAMBERLAIN

wonderful and almost Irreets lble sneaker, 
with a voice like a mallow bell, cspabl of 
every subtlety of inlor.MI n, and bis 
speeches were rot o ly persuasive jn 
logic and masterly in contr 1 * f his 

theme, but they were splendid examples 
of pure eloquence without visible effort 
or straining for effort. Sp^echmaklng is n 
very healthy foim of exercise, qu to kb 
much so a.H singing, and a* ex© clu* pref¬ 
erable to that because It make* less d*- 
munds upon the muscles and tissues of 
tho throat, nnd the latter are less liable 
to get out of order. 

But Gladstone did not depend upon his 
speeches alone to keep himstylf In gnd 
physical condition, llo wa* for many 
years a good walker, but his cbi'Y ath- 
ict c exercise was cutting down t;eea in 
the great park of Tin warden, where hi* 
residence was. Cutting down trees affe'tg 
tb" muscles cf the at d(.m?n, bach and 
loins, as well a* those of tho arms, and a© 
a consequence k< ep> the r r.i t inten 
organs In a high state of vigor. IndU 
gestion is unknown to tho wood-cutter, 
and Gladstone ensured the prosperity of 
his stomach by careful mastication of his 
food, the strength of his heart anJ lungs 
was already beyond danger, so that it 
seemed a* If nothing could kill him. and 
as a mutter of fact, he died from real 
old age~rare»t of cau*«rs cf death In 
these times—the machine cf the b~dy 
ceasing to work because Its allotted tsnn 
hod hern fulfilled, and not hr cause any 
part of It wa* diseased, or had failed to 
perfotm Its proper function In the gen*:al 
physical economy. 

Chamberlain, who still live*, but who. 
according to rejtort. Is almost a wreck 
physically, is also a great statesman, and 
a great orator; but he has never lived 
the great active life that Gladstone d?4, 
and even prided himself upon neycr tak¬ 
ing any exercise. His personal appear¬ 
ance, until lately, was singularly y./Uth- 
fuf; he married quite !ate In life, and 
seemed an example of the theory that 
exercise is not. after all. so desirable or 
expedient a thing as its advocates affirm. 
Chajnberlaln, to be sure, hod the con¬ 
stant exercise of public speaking; but he 
gave no special attention to diet, and 
though his life was physically and 
morally clean and decent, he avoided even 
wn Iking when it was avoidable, and ex¬ 
ercise for exercise’s sake was abhor¬ 
rent to him. So he went o« until he w’as 
near seventy years old. Then, all of a 
sudden he went to pieces; he has never 
bten able to discover himself, despite all 
that medicine and skilled treatment could 
do for him. and It is very improbable 
that he will ever again be able to take 
part In the affairs of the nation. 

He was a man of superb, natmai vigor; 
his constitution was sound and strong, 
and this, and the high and honotabb 
nature of his calling and {he almost daily 
exercise of the lungs and heart in orato r y 
kept him going and gave him a healthy 
appearance until near three score and 
ten. But they could do no more, and lv\ 
a man who might have lived ,in health 
and usefulness far longer even than Glad¬ 
stone, is now withered and forlorn be¬ 
cause his muscles have never been called 
on to do their full and proper work, and 
his stomach, liver, and digestive system 
are. therefore, enfeebled and Inoperative. 
Had Chamberlain chopped down trees 
like his great rival, he would not him¬ 
self have fallen prematurely, as he has. 
nnd any reader of this column who cores 
to live in health and efficiency to the 
natural limit of his age. may lay the les¬ 
sen of these two lives to heart, and 
choose whether ho will empty the cup of 
If© to its end, like Gladstone, or drop it 
wh.le the sweetest purt is yet untasted. 
like Chamberlain.

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CHURCH UNION 


Occupies Much Attention of, 
Protestant Bodies.

Church union movements occupy a 
Prominent place in the minds of leaders 
In practically all Protestant religious 
todies, but many of them are admit¬ 
ting that the results of the union of 
•he Presbyterians. North, and Cumber-j 
f and Presbyterians are not altogether 
fiuch as to encourage similar move- 1 
menta in other churches. For, although 
It Is evident that a large majority of 
ihe Cumbcrlands welcomes the union, a 
strong minority refused It, and the end 
t»f the legal complications Is said not 
to be in sight. One Congregational lead- ; 
tr. who opposes the union of his de-1 
nomination with the United Brethren 
t»nd Methodist Protestants, points out 
Ihe fact that the differences between re¬ 
ligious bodies, or rather the people be¬ 
longing to them. Is temperamental as 
well aa doctrinal, .and he argues that 
Ihe latter differences are easier to rec¬ 
oncile than the former. 

In recent weeks eyes have been turned 
toward Canada, where Presbyterian and 
Congregational general meetings have 
lust been held, and where a movement 
for the union of tho Presbyterian. Meth¬ 
odist and Congregational churches has 
been for several years under way. It 
was expected that the meetings Just 
held would advance the movement, but 
little was done by either the Congrega¬ 
tional or the Presbyterian, body other 
than again to express Interest in the 
matter and the hope that union would 
tome day bo realised. The Presbyterian 
Assembly went a step further and 
Mked Its synods, presbyteries and sta¬ 
tions to send their opinions on union to 
ihe next Assembly. The three bodies In- 
folved In the Canadian movement have 
Invited the Baptists to enter it. but it 
Is reported that bn the part of all Ca¬ 
nadian leaders there Is a disposition to 
move slowly, to the end that union of 
ihe denominations, shoutd It be effected, 
tv 111 be real and not forced. 

The reunion of UH^M«tho<Mst Epis¬ 
copal Church and the Methodist 
Church, South, is hoped for by many 
nen In both bodies. It Is being talked 
ibout in both denoted nations. and It is 
isserted that a favorable sentiment Is 
growing. Definite steps hare yet to be 
taken, however, and it may be years 
before they can be brought about. It 
is asserted by Methodist leaders that 
the recent formation of the Methodist 
Church of Japan, and the movement 
for similar union In China, which af¬ 
fects the three great Methodist bodies 
of America, the Methodist Episcopal, 
Methodist, South, and Canadian Meth¬ 
odist. is likely to have a marked effect 
In bringing together the home churches. 

A union movement that Ls Judged 
likely of consummation In Great Brit- 
jdn Is that between the two Scotch 
Presbyterian Churches, the Established 
ind the United Free. The General As¬ 
semblies of both bodies have 
mot recently in Edinburgh, and 
both took some action look¬ 
ing toward union. Tho Established 
Church seemed the more anxious for It, 
md it is believed that sooner or later 
|t will agree to Who: Is almost an ulti¬ 
matum from the United free Church, 
namely, that no union can be contem¬ 
plated until the Church of Scotland 
ihall repudiate its connection with the 
Government. and so free Itself. 

Another Presbyterian union which 
many look for in this country is that 
proposed between the Presbyterian 
Church. North, and the United Pres¬ 
byterian. Both bodies have appointed 
committees to confer on the subject, 
but further than that neither has gone, 
ft Is said that the larger body U? more 
anxious for union than Is the United 
Presbyterian, but It U admitted by 
leaders generally that tho tendencies 
of the time are all pointing toward a 
union of all the Presbyterian families 
of America in one denomination, and 
that tho Northern Presbyterian Church, 
the largest of all. will In time doubtless 
include all the others In its member¬ 
ship. Nevertheless, there are strong 
minorities in ail the smaller bodies, like 
that which now maintains the Inde¬ 
pendent Cumberland Church, which op¬ 
pose all talk of union. 

INDICATIONS OF CHANGE 

In Episcopal Church In the Matter 
of High and Low Churchmanahip. 

There are some rather significant In¬ 
dications of a change In the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the matter of high 
and low churchmanshlp. These terms 
are not here employed mistakenly to 
denote ritual, but to Indicate the wider 
and deeper meaning of Catholic and 
Protestant. Tho change, as far as It 
has gone, is the result of two forces. 
One is the effect of foreign missionary 
effort. As never before, the represen¬ 
tatives of the Society for the Propaga¬ 
tion of the Gospel, the British organiza¬ 
tion which planted Trinity. New York, 
and which has always stood for ad¬ 
vanced idea*, are fratf rnizing with men 
from Protestant bodies. Tne Church 
Missionary Society, the evangelical or¬ 
ganization of the Church of England, 
always liberally disposed toward other 
churches, gtins strength in its move¬ 
ment toward ever greater freedom of 
tiction. , 

The other forco is the financial dis¬ 
aster which has. in many directions, 
overtaken attempts to maintain parishes 
on exclusive tenets.

CONFERENCE UNWIELDY, 

Bo Methodists Are Thinking of Re¬ 
ducing the Size of It. 

Methodists are discussing a propo¬ 
sition to reduce the size of their Gen¬ 
eral Conference, which, it is alleged, 
has teen growing unwieldy In recent 
years and Is now so large a body that 
Us deliberations are hampered. The 
Meihodlst General Conference is more 
than twice as large a* tho nai-mal 
House of Representative. The Metho¬ 
dist Church Is constantly growing, 
therefore H Is ursed that the basis of 
representation should be changed, re¬ 
ducing the number of delegates. 

The matter was presented to the Gen¬ 
eral Conference three years ago, but it 
v.as raid to have died in committee, 
never having been brought up for 
action, and this notwithstanding th* 
fact that at least twenty memorias 
bad been sent to tne Conference ask rg 
legislation that should reduce its num¬ 
bers. Now the matter is being agitated 


afresh and It is held to be likely that 
the General Conference next spr ng 
will at the least consider It, although 
Methodists hold that the action looked 
for is by no means certain. 

There is opposition to the movement, 
os a matter of course. Some claim that 
the General Conference would cease to 
be a democratic body were the basis of 
representation to be changed so as to 
reduce Us membership. To this reply 
Is made by those advocating a change 
that the essence of democratic govern¬ 
ment of a church Is not In the size of 
the governing body, but in the method 
by which Its members are chosen, and 
they further assert that In this partic¬ 
ular the Methodist is not now a truly 
democratic church. 

•Still otherA urge the reduction in size 
because of the saving that would be ef¬ 
fected In the expenses of the General 
Conference. These grow larger with 
each conference through the add'd 
number of delegate?, whose expanses 
are paid hy the Church. It is argued 
that a sufficient reduction could easily 
be made to save an amount sufficient to 
support 500 native pastors on the mis¬ 
sion field for a year. The fall an ! spring 
annul conferences, which are to be held 
before the n*xt year’s meeting of the 
Methodist General Conference, are ex¬ 
pected to take action on this proposi¬

Changes In Congregational So lily 
Recommended. 

The Congregational Sur.Jny-Sk hr)! 
and Publishing Society ha • b e t n- 
vest (gating Itself, having uppoln.cd a 
committee of five members for the pur¬ 
pose. The committee has just reported 
to a meeting of the society held lit 
Boston, stating in effect that it has 
found a cnmiithn cf affairs which, al¬ 
though .reflecting In no wise upon the 
present management, nevertheless cal.s 
for some changes In the Interest of 
economical administration. 

This society has. as is pointed out 
by the committee, an unusually diversi¬ 
fied work. It is a missionary organ 1 -a. 
alon, a publishing house, a book-seller 
and conducts a denominational weekly. 
About a. year and a half ago the Rev. 
Dr. Frank K. Sanders, formerly dean 
of the Yale Divinity S< hoql, watf made 
secretary of the society and the task 
was laid upon him to unify Its varied 
Interests. In effect he was irtadte the 
executive head of all departments. The 
committee of five now nnds that suph 
unification of authority is unwise, net 


because It has found Dr. Sander’s 
! work unsatisfactory, but because it 
hold's that he should not be asked to 
I k after both the business and the 
j missionary work of the society, and it 
recommends that he be made the mls- 
| siouary secretary. 

The recommendation Is also made 
’hat the tventy-one directors of the 
society be reduced In n timber to twelve. 
Ion the ground that the larger board Fa 
I unwieldy, some cf its members paying 
little attention to their responsibilities. 
The head of each department of the 
society’s work, tho committee holds, 
.should be directly responsible to tho 1 
Board of Directors and not to the sec- | 
rotary, as at present. The committee 
. found the. finances of the society in 1 
! good condition. 

Opposition to the adoption of the re- : 
| pori developed In the meeting and th** I 
matter was finally laid over to an ad- , 
; Journed meeting to be held in Septem¬ 
ber. Some of the directors held that 
the society was in honor bound to con- 
! tlnue Dr. Sanders in his present po-1 
j fdtlon, as he was specifically • n^ngel 
for three years In order that he might 
have time to effect the unification de¬ 
sired. Sufficient time has not. been 
given, it is said, nnd It is unfair that

man. New York has had ’Hotel Chap¬ 
lains,” most of them being self-ap¬ 
pointed, it is allege:!, and some of th:m 
having especially In mind the wedding 
fees which might he obtained. There 
are also assistants in some individual 
churches whose especial work It Is to 
seek acquaintance with strangers who 
may attend the services. But there 
hn* never heretofore been a chaplain 
appointed as the representative of his 
religious body and aupported by it.

The New York Cathedral Chapter has

Thomas A. Edison haa given the first 
interview since his announcement on 
his sixtieth birthday anniversary last 
February that he had quit the career of 
a money-making inventor for that of 
a scientist. 

For the rest of his life, he says, he 
intends to devote all his attention to 
scientific problems, without a thought 
of whether or not their solution would 
bring financial gain 

Though the wixard guarded as a se¬ 
cret the particular task on which he 
is at present expanding his thought and 
energy, he otherwise spoke freely of his 
work. He disc ussed many of the mys¬ 
teries into which he was delving, and! 
prophesied that even though he might 
fall of solution, he firmly believed 
others would triumph where he failed. 

Mr. Edison, for example, made the 
prediction that before long science 
would enable the farmer to enrich his 
lands by means of nitrogen from the 
air. 

’ The element necessary for making 
land fertile,’* he said. ”1s nitrogen, 
which exists in almost Inexhaustible 
quantities in the atmosphere. Until re¬ 
cently. however, the utilisation of at¬ 
mospheric nitrogen was regarded as 
merely a laboratory demonstration. 
Business men said It could never be 
obtained cheap enough to sell to the 
former as fertiliser. 

• But the day Is Just about to dawn 
when the air will be made to give its 
nitrogen to the earth, and to make It 
yield more abundant harvests and fat¬ 
ter herds of cattle. In Norway a plant 
has been established which has be^n 
conducted with such good results that I 
expert to see atmospheric fertilizer on 
the market In this country within the 
next ten years. 

“That such a product will s^cn be Im¬ 
peratively necessary there 1 1 doubt. 

Every shipload of wheat und com 
which goes* abroad leaves the United 
States so much poorer, not In gold, but 
in nitrogen. 

'’Sir William Crookes, when he was 
president of the British Association for 
the Advancement of Science, prophesied 
that In another quarter of a century the 
earth would be drained of nitrogen to 
such a degree that there would be 
famine in many regions of the world 
He may have taken too discouraging a 
view of the subject, but nevertheless 
his statement had a true basis of fact 

•*At the present time the bulk of the 
world’s supply of nitrogen comes from 
the saltpetre beds of South America, 
but these are being dug up so fast It 
will be very long before they will be 
exhausted. 

•’Another scientific discovery which 
l expect to see before 1 die.” continued 
the man whose own Inventions have 


done so much to revolutlonlae modem 
life, “Is the direct generation of elec¬ 
tricity from coal. This hxa already 
been achieved In an experimental way. 
I have heard of several men who have 
done It. 1 myself have generated an 
eleomcal current hv burning carbon 
and Chilean saltpeter together In an 
electronte. although at an expense 
which made tho process a commercial 
impossibility. 

‘‘Imagine what will be the conse¬ 
quences. Then locomotives will be 
thrown into the scrap hoAp. All trains 
will be run by electricity. No longer 
will coal bo laboriously transported to 
the cities, but there will be great power 
plants established at the mouths of the 
mines, from which the electricity will 
be sent out over the country by wire 

"There will be no horses In the 
streets, no stables, no files. Wagons 
will be propelled by electricity. Houses 
will be lighted entirely by electricity, 
for It will be so cheap it can be used 
by the humblest tenement dweller. 

"Ships will no longer be driven by 
steam. Electricity will be their motive 
power. And then it w ill be possible to 
cross the Atlantic In three days. 

"At the present time, nine-tenths of 
the power obtained from coal Is lost by 
the use of boilers, wheels and dynamos, 
with the direct generation of the elec¬ 
tric current, therefore, the world will 
have ten times more energy than now.”

In six months 
this quiet corfxJFatlon attorney, lack¬ 
ing in political training, destitute of 
even rudimentary partisan experience, 

| has subjugated a State machine, over- 
| thrown » legislative cabal and secured 
for the people of New York the fwiss- 
| age of more important and more pro- 
. gressive legislation than the legislative 
i mills of Albany have ground out In a 
' decade. In his first offidAl act Gov¬ 
ernor Hughes foreshadowed his break 


with the State machine, which'' had 
dominated Governors and made Its will 
felt at Washington for a generation. 
The machine, through Us titular head, 
the State chairman, demanded the ap¬ 
pointment of an Insignificant political 
lieutenant 10 an important place of 
public trust, for which he wui obvious¬ 
ly unfitted. Wht?n the Governor de¬ 
clined. tho machine abandoned him; 
henoeforih its Authority, Its influence, 
Its discipline no longer supplied weap¬ 
ons to his hands. He had declined to 
purchase personal power at the price 
of public office; all that followed was, 
in a sense, the resuK of this act. 

The dot Ails of thi# battle axe too ro 
cent and too complex to warrant repe¬ 
tition. A legislature, permeated wi*h 
the traditions of the methods of Platt 
and the tactics of Odell, still reeking 
with the abuses which the Armstrong 
Committee had exposed rather than 
destroyed, bade defiance to an Inex¬ 
perienced Governor, blocked his pro¬ 
gramme. ignored his recommendations 
and mocked at his methods. Yci It Is 
these same methods which must most 
Interest the student of Governor 
Hughes. The battle itself is as old as 1 
the Institutions of Governor nnd Legis¬ 
lature Hill, Cleveland, Roosevelt. Black 
and even Higgins have fought with 
their Legislatures But they fought In 
the approved fashion; they fought with 
the weapons of power rather than prin¬ 
ciple; appointment, veto, patronage, 
these were th«? weapons of other Gov¬ 
ernors. Moreover, as they fought, they 
paid; public offleo was the spoil of per¬ 
sonal contest and however good the 
Governor, however righteous bis cause, 
he war, yet compelled to reward moral¬ 
ly bad followers for their support In 
the currency of public office It was the 
unique contribution of Gov Hughes to 
such warfare that he declined to follow 
this course. 

”1 will appeal to tho people.’* said 
the new Governor In January In 
March he did appeal. But even here 
there was an unusual circumstance; his 
“appeals” were calm, unlmpassloned 
legal arguments, “lnsurrectlng the pub¬ 
lic mind” had become the accepted 
method of the reformer, but this Gov¬ 
ernor sought to convince, not to “in- 
Rurreot.’' and as a result aroused crit¬ 
icism. even from his friends Yet those 
apj>e&la were amazingly successful. 
Three weeks after they began on Inso¬ 
lent and hostile Legislature was on its

j Beauty," with a calcium throwing a glare 
, un a sample dozen girls on an outside 
platform, decided me to begin work 
I there. The girls were scarcely pretty, but 
the barkers In a voice that needed no 
| megaphone to compete with tho pipes 
and tom-toms across the way declared 
that they were a contrast with the loveli¬ 
ness to be seen within for the sum of 
one dime. Then a Vision of genuine 
beauty was revealed In an alcove above 
tno doorway. A woman of faultiest hg- 
ure stood forth suddenly and her face 
was fit to be painted by an artist, instead 
of smeared by herself. 

Of course, “The International Congress 
of Beauty" was no ethnological exhibi¬ 
tion for scientists, but a catchpenny 
show for the multitude. The score of 
girls wlio had been displayed in relays 
outside wore oostumed for various coun¬ 
tries, and seated on platforms like freaks 
in a museum. Several sung ballads harsh¬ 
ly, several others danced clumsily, and 
after seven minutes of tha<t Venus came 
on tne stage.

It was one 
of those panoramic pictures, rendered 
spectacular with lights and shadows, that 
abound at fairs, because their salary roll 
ends with four or five operators with the 
talent centering In the barker and an In¬ 
vestment of $2/«00 to $3,000 sufficing for an 
ample outfit. It was good enough thing 
of Its kind, but I mention It here because, 
liko Wnus. it will recur later In this let¬ 
ter. You see. I am trying to create dra¬ 
matic interest. 

It is a peculiarity of the Jamestown

Trixie’s trainer gave them 
to her when she was obedient, and with¬ 
held them when she wasn’t. Yet she was 
u mere incident of my first evening's 
stroll. like Venus and Comanche 
Dan; and why do I give a paragraph to 
her? Walt till the dramatic climax Am 
I raising your curiosity? If not, then the 
scheme of this letter will fall flat. 

It seems to me. too, that a bit of com.c 
relief will be a good thing for this piece 
which Is in the nature of a tragedy. Did 
you ever see a gambling Joint that, scorn¬ 
ing the Indirect methods of tipsters and 
stool pigeons, boldly placed a barker at 
the entrance to glibly, explicitly, persua¬ 
sively invite people to come in and lose 
their money.

A gaming den as a side show was an 
oddity, indeed, and It gave promise that 
Pine Beach, as an adjunct to the James¬ 
town Fair, possess singularity not to be 
found with In the gates. And It was next 
door to my hotel, the Arcade, a house 
with accommodations for 1,000 guests I 
was pleased to And material for my pur- 
im> 3 o so handy. Little did I suspect that— 
but let me not noike an ante—climax. 
Kindly permit that uncompleted sentence 
to sharpen your curiosity. 

I entered the ramshackled structure. A 
crow of stony-faced rascals were operat¬ 
ing two roulette wheels and a faro lay¬ 
out. There wer« cowboys, army soldiers 
and Indians among the three or four doz¬ 
en men there, also several types of the 
fine old Southern gentleman and some 
repre&cn tat Ives of Norfolk town.

PASSING OF THE LOBSTER. 

[Appleton's Magazine ] 

Avarice Is the prime cause of the pass¬ 
ing of the lobster. Years ago they wer<i 
numerous along tho Now Jersey and Long 
Inland shores; but they h-ivc been grad¬ 
ually fished out, until now tho supply 
that reaches New York and Boston mar¬ 
kets la very largely caught In Canadian 
waters. Canada la much wUser than tho 
United States In protecting Ls fisheries. 
Up to within ten or fifteen years ago 
Maine furnished a large proportion of 
the lobster^ that tho New York market 
demanded; but to-day practically non© 
leave the Pine Tree Btate for New York, 
and nearly all the canning factories that 
dotted tho coast a few yoar* ago hnve 
been dosed on account of Inability to se¬ 
cure lobsters. Wholesale and fancy gro¬ 
cers do not quote canned lobsters In their 
price* list*, because of the uncertainty of 
the supply. 

Most of the lobriermcn pay not the 
slightest heed to the law. They CAtch and 
market undersized lobsters; some only 
seven or eight Inches long, veritable hn- 
ble*. and when they find a “seed" lobster 
(a female In spawn, with the eggs in- 
crusted on the tinder side of the shell) In 
one of their pots. Instead of returning it 
to the water, oh both the law and common 
sense demand, they throw it in with the 
rest of th© catch. 

The Maine law prohibits the catching or 
having In one’s possession a lobster un¬ 
der ten and one-l*alf Inches In length, but 
such Laws do not exist In other States; 
consequently. If a fisherman or a dealer 
succeed* In getting his lobster* safely 
over the State line he k* practically safe. 

, At Irregular interval* a tour of "inspec¬ 
tion" Is made by the Maine fish wardens. 
These tours are of the comic-opera variety 
and suggest a brass hand poolroom raid 
in New York. They are usually prlvut- ly 
announced in advance, and all the lob- 
ptermon along the coast are "tipped off” 
hy telegraph or by men on horaebnek or 
In sailing boat*. Consequontly lobsters of 


of Fish ami Game Commissioners, in tli* 
course of its report, said; 

"The commercial extinction of the lob¬ 
ster is ns sure to result da day Is to fol¬ 
low night, dn thirteen years there has 
been a decrease of more than Ctf per cent 
in the catch of lobsters."

ULTIMATUM CAUSES 
INTERURBAN TO RUSH 


L. AND E. HU STUNG WORK ON 
ITS SHELBYVILLE LINE. 


MUST BUILD STREET IF NOT OP¬ 
ERATING BY AUGUST 1. 


PEAT SAID TO BE IMPOSSIBLE. 


Shelbyvllle. Ky.. July 6.—The Louis- 
•file and Eastern electric railroad has 
4 large force of men engaged In exca¬ 
vating the center of Main street 
through the city for Its roadbed and 
Inying tracks. The activity of the rail¬ 
road people Is believed to have been 
hastened by the ultimatum recently 
given to the railroad officials that an 
extension of time beyond August 1. 
jwhen the road must be completed and 
In operation under the terms of its 
franchise for the right of way through 
the city, would be granted only on con¬ 
dition that the railroad construct at 
•nee live blocks of street with vitrified 
brick. 

The contract of the railroad with the 
city provides that in consideration of 
the right of way through Main/street, 
the railroad agrees to pay half the cost 
of paving 10 blocks of street with* brick, 
tfhe work to be done concurrent with the 
city. The city. It Is said, Is in no con¬ 
dition financially to undertake such a 
big public work at this time and it is 
not believed will be for several years 
to come. The railroad is also in no 
burry to do the work, which will cost 
at least $4,000 for each block. Should 
the railroad be forced to construct the 
five blocks now' it would cost between 
$20,000 and $25,000. 

The city is estopped from taking ary 
action until August 1, when the fran¬ 
chise expires according to the conten¬ 
tion of the city officials unless the rail- 
rood Is operating cars between Louis 
vllle and ShelbyvUle. and it remains to 
be seen what will be done with the 
tracks laid through the streets and the 
thoroughfare all torn up and no cars 
running on that date, as the most hope¬ 
ful declare It will be a physical impossi¬ 
bility to have the road in running order 
by that time. 

However, much work has been done 
ou the line between here and Lake 
land, where the Shelbyville branch will 
tap the main line and by October 1 it is 
Confidently believed that < ars will be 
running between Shelby vllle and the 
metropolis. It is stated here that the 
railroad will operate cars from Shelby- 
ville to the Fhelby county fair grounds 
during the coming exhibition the last 
week in August. 

Those here in a position to know say 
fhat the line will be extended from here 
to Frankfort without delay The mat- 
ter of the route and noturlng of the 
right of way have practically been com¬ 
pleted. The extension will open up 
and develop a. rich territory, which has 
long been In need of proper transporta¬ 
tion facilities.

The best stocks and 
bonds only pay from to A\ per 
cent, on the money investment and 
these are subject to taxation if the 
owner tells the truth wffien the assess¬ 
ment statement is sworn to. Of course, 
he cannot evade the assessor on real 
estate, but It is a known fact that 
business property to-day In Loulnville 
irt paying from 5 to 6 per cent, above 
taxes and Insurance and all other ex¬ 
penses. Bonds are not doing this. 
Property rented as residences Is paying 
from 6 to 7 per cent. Flats, and much 
money Is being inve*«ed In this class 
of buildings now, are paying 10 per 
cent, on the money Invested.

TO POOR FRUIT SEASON. 


Jefferson Market end Storage Com¬ 
pany Unable To Keep Up Payments 
On Its Indebtedness. 


The Jefferson Market and Storage 
Company madv an assignment yester 
day for the benefit of its creditors to 
W. \V, Oawford as assignee. Assign 
merit was brought about by the matur¬ 
ity yesterday of a mortgage for $35,000 
held by the Columbia Trust Company 
upon the real estate owned by the com¬ 
pany on the north side of Jefferson 
street, east of Floyd, and having a 
frontage of 106 feet and running back 
2<V4 feet to an alley. This mortgage 
has been interest-bearing at the rate of 
6 per cent., and was placed on the prop¬ 
erty two years ago, when the company 
went Into business. The Interest, how¬ 
ever. together with the running ex¬ 
penses, has proven too great for the 
company to carry, and failure was the 
only result. 

This would not have been brought 
about but for the fact that this spring 
was an unusually poor season for gar¬ 
den truck and the sale of fruit The 
company's entire revenue comes from 
the rental of stalls an4 market tolls 
charged wagons, but the season was so 
backward that the market lost a large 
part of the business It received the 
first year of Its existence. The fact 
that the small fruit crop was seriously 
damaged locally by the extremely cold 
weather in April also injured the com¬ 
pany's business. 

There may be a reorganization later. 
John H. Merholl is president of the 
concern, and L. G. Hicks general man¬ 
ager and treasurer. _

WHEN DINEEN SAVED GAME. 


W HAT Is the hardest ball that a 
pitcher can deliver to hit? That 
question, asked of some two 
dozen ball players on major 
league dubs, Including some of the best 
batters In the country, brought with hard- 
ly an exception the opinion that it was 
either cho spit bail or the Jump bull. 

Most players lean to the opinion that 
the spR ball Is the hardest single delivery 
used by a pitcher to hit, *and practically 
all of them agree that this delivery Is the 
one that Is worrying them the most bo- 

T ause It is In more general use. while the 
ump ball can be successfully handled by 
only a Very small percentage of pitchers. 
Players arc practically a unit however. 
In saying that In the hands or a master 
like Waddell or Young the Jump ball, or 
raise ball. Is as hard to hit safely as Its 
more recent rival, says an exchange 
When working rightly the spit ball is 
practically an unhitable delivery, and 
were It not for the fact that its use make* 
fielding uncertain, it would be even more i 
deadly In stopping run getting than It l« 
Properly delivered the spit ball comes 
along almost straight up to the plate, but 
Just when It looks like it was coming on 
over with only average speed it suddenly 
drops from a fraction of an inch to half 
a foot. When the spit ball refuses to take 
this break It Is the easiest thing In the 
entire pitching repertoire to murder.

Both the spit ball and Jump ball are 
what may be classed a* naturally unbata¬ 
ble deliveries, and when a pitcher has 
either at his command no particular head- 
work is required. The trouble is that 
either delivery cannoA be used continu¬ 


ously without crippling the one using it. 

nnd, furthermore, even the most expert 
In their use cannot always make them 
obey their will. 

Why it is no one has been able to ex¬ 
plain. but It Is uf fact that one duy a 
pitcher may have any particular style of 
delivery perfectly and may be absolutely 
unable to command It a uuv or so later. 
Hence pHehers who rely solely upon one 
delivery are never reliable, and It Is the 
one who has not one, but half a dozen 
styles to use, that counts the most In 
winning games. Not only is this the cose, 
but Pitchers who use a good variety last 
the longest, owing to the fact that the 
strain Is better distributed. On this ac¬ 
count, while It Is well for an ambitious 
pitcher to acquire. If possible, one of the 
naturally. mVhiittable styles of delivery, 
h Is also well to cultivate a variety and 
learn to use head-work with It.
